X Y magazine, struggling to get back 
on its feet after a year of financial 
difficulties and missed publishing 
deadlines, is 
now facing dou¬ 
ble trouble. 

The glossy 
gay teen month¬ 
ly and well- 
known photog¬ 
rapher Steven 
Underhill are 
being sued by 
twin models 
whose pictures 
appeared on the 
front cover of 
the magazine in 
1996 and again this spring. In the suit 
filed in Sonoma County Superior 
Court, Santa Rosa residents Nick and 
Rick Batres claim misappropriation 
of their likeness, libel, and infliction 
of emotional distress. 

Rick Batres, now 24, told the Bay 
Area Reporter he and his brother 
agreed to pose for Underhill when 
they were 16 but he never gave his 
permission for the photographs to be 
used for any publication. 

“This has been going on since 1996. 
It was time to put a stop to it,” said Ba¬ 
tres. “Steve [Underhill] never so much 
as even gave me a phone call or asked 
my permission. It was inconsiderate 
and rude. I have nothing against gay 
people at all but I’m a straight guy and 
people get the wrong impression about 
what’s really going on. I felt like I was 
disrespected and used. This lawsuit 
more than anything is so I don’t have 
to keep seeing my picture in that mag¬ 
azine. It was never with my permission. 

“This is my first lawsuit,” Batres 
added. “I don’t sue people. I’m not a 
money-grabbing person at all but 
there just came a point where you 
have to take a stand.”

IDilh IDarcIi celebrates 
return to district elections

I t was 22 years ago that former Supervisor 
Dan White slipped through a basement 
window at San Francisco’s City Hall with a 
loaded gun and made his way to the offices 
of Mayor George Moscone and Supervi¬ 
sor Harvey Milk, where he unloaded five bul¬ 
lets into each man. 

“Do you ever feel like your life is on fast- 
forward video?” asked Board of Supervisors 
President Tom Ammiano, speaking to some 
100 people who braved a chilly San Francis¬ 
co evening for the 22nd annual Milk/ 
Moscone Candlelight Memorial March on 
Monday, November 27, the anniversary of 
the brutal assassinations. 

Organized by the Harvey Milk Lesbian, 
Gay, Bisexual, Transgender Democratic Club, 
this year’s event had a special significance. In 
addition to commemorating Milk’s and 
Moscone’s deaths, the memorial marked the 
return of district elections to San Francisco, a 
system of electing members to the Board of 
Supervisors by district that was abolished in 
favor of citywide elections following the 1978 
assassinations. 

After a brisk but somber walk down Mar¬ 
ket Street from the site of Milk’s old camera 


store at 575 Castro Street, the crowd gathered 
before a small stage erected across the street 
from City Hall. r v \ 

Ammiano and Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden (D-San Francisco) were the two 


principal speakers for this year’s event. Both 
spoke with reverence and praise for the lega¬ 
cies of the slain civil rights leaders, and both

O n Monday, November 27, the U.S. 
Supreme Court agreed to decide whether 
medical marijuana can be provided to 
patients who demonstrate “medical ne¬ 
cessity.” Cannabis distribution - for medici¬ 
nal or any other reason - is currently illegal 
under federal laws. Many patients use the herb 
to relieve loss of appetite related to AIDS, to 
relieve nausea caused by cancer and anti-HIV 
drugs, and for several other illnesses, includ¬ 
ing cancer and glaucoma. 

This week’s decision is the latest involving 
the case of the Oakland Cannabis Buyers’ Co¬ 
operative. In January 1998, the federafgov- 
ernment filed a lawsuit against the OCBC and 
five other California buyers’ clubs to prevent 
them from providing medical marijuana. 
Federal Judge Charles Breyer issued a prelim¬ 
inary injunction imposing such a ban, and 
the Oakland club stopped selling marijuana 
in October of that year. 

However, in September 1999, the 9th Cir¬ 
cuit Court of Appeals reversed Breyer’s rul¬ 
ing and instructed him to reconsider the case. 
The court stated that the OCBC had “identi¬ 
fied a strong public interest in the availabili¬ 
ty of a doctor-prescribed treatment that 
would help ameliorate the condition and re¬

Breast cancer license plate hits the streets

any lesbians have had the 
routine drilled into their 
1 W i consciousness: once a 
month, women should extend 
their arms above their heads and 
work their fingers around their 
breasts and armpits, looking for 
unusual lumps. What they find 
may save their lives, as breast can¬ 
cer is about 90 percent curable 
when caught early. Yet thousands 
of women die of the disease annu¬ 
ally, usually because they are poor, 
have little or no insurance, and 
can’t afford medical care. For this 
reason, private organizations have 
been working overtime to make 
sure the underinsured receive the 
treatments they need. But money 
is tight. 

Now entering the market for 
the fashionable driver is the spe¬ 
cial “Breast Cancer Treatment” li¬ 
cense plate, designed after the 
postal stamp of the same theme. 
Proceeds from the sale of the 
plates will go into California’s 
newly created Breast Cancer 
Treatment Fund, authorized by 
Governor Gray Davis in May to 
replace the dwindling private 
funds that have for years support¬ 
ed women in need. 


The plate is “very attractive,” 
boasts Lindsay Smith, a spokes¬ 
woman for carclub.com, one of 
the outlets offering the product. 
The plate is also available through 
Cure Breast Cancer Inc. and can 
be given as a holiday gift. 

It is a feel-good way to make a 
difference and draw awareness to 
the problem, as specialized plates 
often act as traveling billboards 
for their cause. But the plate does 
have its critics, most notably for 
the way consumers’ money will be 
spent under the guise of creating 
a state-funded program. 

Here’s how it works: for the first 
year that the plates are available, 
none of the money will go to breast 
cancer treatment but rather to 
cover the Department of Motor 
Vehicles’ costs for creating and op¬ 
erating the new program. From 
then on, the amount going to the 
fund is high; $34 per every $50 
plate will go to helping the under¬ 
insured treat their disease. Still, the 
fact that this fund is supposed to be 
sponsored by the state leads Bar : 
bara Brenner, executive director of 
Breast Cancer Action, to cry foul. 

“The state should absolutely be 
funding the treatment of low-in¬ 
come women. That’s what was au¬ 
thorized,” Brenner told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “It’s very important 


that the state be paying for it when 
in fact this is the private citizen 
paying for it.” 

Brenner recommends that 
people give directly to a treatment 
organization or fund (emphasis 
on treatment, since research is al¬ 
ready heavily funded) to help low- 
income women, as that will ensure 
that no DMV overhead will cut 
into a donation. 

“The people creating and buy¬ 
ing these plates obviously have 
their hearts in the right place,” said 
Brenner. “But they need to be ask¬ 
ing hard questions about what as¬ 
pect of breast cancer they’d like 
their money to go to, and what or¬ 
ganizations are doing that work. 
There are some very serious ques¬ 
tions about how this money is 
going to be spent, and it simply 
isn’t good enough anymore to say 
‘I care.’” 

Vanity charity plates, however, 
have a way of appealing to those 
who would not ordinarily go out 
of their way to make a donation, 
so helping to fund the treatment 
of underinsured women is still 
better than sporting a plate that 
reads, “A114Me.” Applications for 
the new license plate are available 
at www.carclub.com or 1-800-

Donna Sachet's'Songs 
of the Season' this week 
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Wong versus 
Peskin in District 3

L awrence Wong has his work 
cut out for him in his bid to 
represent District 3 on San 
Francisco’s Board of Supervisors. 

He and six other candidates 
managed to hold Aaron Peskin, 
the top vote-getter, to less than 
half of the total votes cast on No¬ 
vember 7, forcing the neighbor¬ 
hood activist into a runoff. 

But with 7,555 votes, or 36.1 
percent, Peskin won a plurality of 
support in 42 of 51 precincts - 
more than twice as many votes as 
Wong, with just 3,098, or 14.8 per¬ 
cent. 

The final cdunt makes the dis¬ 
trict one* of three in which an 
openly gay candidate will face an 
openly heterosexual candidate in 
the December 12 runoff. 

And Wong, 51, twice elected to 
the Community College Board in 
citywide elections and executive 
director of the Chinese American 
Citizens Alliance, believes his sex¬ 
ual orientation played a role in his 
relatively low returns among the 
district that is about 49 percent 
Chinese American. 

“When the Chinese communi¬ 
ty had a choice of [general elec¬ 
tion candidate] Rose Chung, 
who’s a beauty queen, and me, the 
gay factor was a consideration,” 
Wong asserted. Chung was among 
a group of four candidates who 
each received between 2,000 and 
3,000 votes. 

“A fundraiser was planned for 
me on Clement Street,” Wong said, 
by way of example. “Somebody 
went around telling all the invitees 
not to go because, they said, 
‘Lawrence Wong would be more of 
a gay than an Asian on the board.’” 

As a result of this “whispering 
campaign,” Wong said, the owner 
of the restaurant canceled the 
event. He declined to name the 
restaurant. 

But Peskin, 37, president of the 
Telegraph Hill Dweller’s Associa¬ 
tion and of the Trust for Public 
Land, a nonprofit group, ques¬ 
tions whether homophobia seri¬ 
ously hurt Wong among the dis¬ 
trict’s voters. 

“I have not heard that in the 
Chinese community, but that 
doesn’t mean it’s not there,” said 
Peskin, adding that “if it was as 
widespread as he thinks it is, we 
wouldn’t be having this runoff. 

“Look, this is reality. In reality, 
Chinese people in Chinatown 
don’t pick up the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. In fact, I don’t think the 
majority of people in Chinatown 
know [that Wong is gay]. Nor is it 
germane. I don’t think he’s come 
out in Chinatown,” Peskin stated. 
“That’s the reality. “ 

Regardless of whether Wong 
has mentioned his sexual orienta¬ 
tion in every Chinatown speech, 
“Now the Chinese community has 
solidified behind me,” Wong stat¬ 
ed, “because they want someone 
who looks like them.” 

District 3 embraces a panoply 
of racial groups, economic classes, 
and sexual orientations as diverse 
as San Francisco as a whole. It in¬ 
cludes North Beach, Chinatown, 
Fisherman’s Wharf, the Financial 
District, Embarcadero, Polk 
Gulch, and three noteworthy 
bumps in the road: Nob, Russian, 
and Telegraph hills. 

“The whole district is histori¬ 
cally kind of the cradle of San 
Francisco,” said Peskin. “The dis¬ 


trict also has some of the richest 
and the poorest, obviously.” 

As such, as with the other con¬ 
tested and equally diverse districts 
in the city, District 3’s runoff elec¬ 
tion is expected to be heavily in¬ 
fluenced by the two political pow¬ 
erhouses of San Francisco, Mayor 
Willie Brown and his reigning 
nemesis, Board President Tom 
Ammiano. 

Evidently concerned more 
with the city’s growth policies 
than with sexual orientation, 
openly gay Ammiano has en¬ 
dorsed Peskin, while the decided¬ 
ly heterosexual Brown recently 
gave his support to Wong after his 
appointed candidate, incumbent 
Supervisor Alicia Becerril, had a 
dismal showing and failed to 
make it into the runoff. 

While Chung has endorsed Pe¬ 
skin, Wong’s candidacy has been 
endorsed by Becerril, as well as by 
two other former competitors, 
Democratic Central Committee 
member Meagan Levitan, and Re¬ 
publican Central Committee 
Member Mike DeNunzio. 

U.S. Senators Dianne Feinstein 
and Barbara Boxer have also re¬ 
cently endorsed Wong. 

Now, Wong’s biggest worry is 
that opponent Peskin will try to 
make him out to be another pup¬ 
pet of Brown. “I know that Aaron 
Peskin is going to try to paint me 
as a Willie Brown person,” Wong 
charged. 

Stand by your man 

Peskin countered that such a 
strategy would make little sense, 
noting that in the mayoral runoff 
between Ammiano and Brown 
last year, 60 percent of the rela¬ 


tively conservative district went 
for Brown. 

“The biggest thing I’m up 
against is that I have Tom Ammi- 
ano’s endorsement,” stated Peskin. 
Interestingly enough, Peskin also 
enjoys the support of former may- 
oral candidate Clint Reilly, as well 
as pro-development politico and 
Residential Builder’s Association 
head Joe O’Donoghue. 

Prior to the election, saying the 
Board of Supervisors should have 
been able to broker a solution be¬ 
fore the issue went to the ballot, 
Wong told the Bay Area Reporter 
on October 27 that he opposed 
both the mayor’s Proposition K 
and the competing Ammiano- 
supported Proposition L. 

“If I wanted to curry favor with 
Willie Brown, I would’ve support¬ 
ed Proposition K,” Wong said. 

Proposition K aimed to mod¬ 
erately control development in the 
city, while Proposition L, which 
Peskin supported, was a much 
stricter slow-growth initiative that 
aimed to curb displacement of the 
city’s housing stock. Both mea¬ 
sures failed on Election Day. 

“I don’t disagree with the notion 
that Propositions K and L should 
not have been on the ballot,” Peskin 
commented in retrospect. “But you 
could say that about everything 
after Proposition E.” 

“I think that you and I know I 
am an independent; I did not get 
any support from the mayor or 
Clint Reilly who is supporting Pe¬ 
skin,” Wong remarked. “I was just 
out there on my own. 

“With Clint Reilly,” continued 
Wong, clearly relishing the chance to 
tie Peskin to the pro-growth mil-

suspect as someone 
they had arrested several months 
ago for the same offense. When 
reminded of the arrest, the man 
stated, “Oh yeah, I remember. You 
guys got me when I broke into the 
red Honda.”

Collingwood and 18th, Novem¬ 
ber 25, 7:30 p.m.: Police responded 
to a report of a man being assault¬ 
ed in Cala’s parking garage with 
the suspect last seen running east- 
bound on 18th. 

Police met with the victim who 
told officers that two days ago he 
passed the suspect on the street 
and told him, “Hi, cute boy.” The 
suspect became angry and threat¬ 
ened, “I’m going to hit you and 


put a boot up your ass.” Fearing 
for his safety, the man pepper 
sprayed the “cute boy.” 

Then, two days later, as he was 
walking up to his car, the man saw 
the “cute boy” again, who ran up 
to him and punched him in the 
head (but did not put a boot up 
his ass). The victim was treated for 
a small cut to the ear and released 
at the scene.

Eureka at Market, November 
23, 7 p.m.: A man traveling west¬ 
bound on Market lost control of 
his rented Avis car and high cen¬ 
tered the medium island, coming 
to rest after striking a cement light 
pole.

SF gay dance club sued over patron's death

an Francisco’s most popular 
gay dance club, Club Uni¬ 
verse, is being sued by the 
family of a San Jose man who col¬ 
lapsed and died in the club last 
winter. The wrongful death law¬ 
suit charges that club employees 
waited too long to call 911 after 
Jeffrey Goring, 35, collapsed on 
the stage dance floor February 13. 

In an interview two weeks after 
the incident, Club Universe’s 
events manager and part-owner, 
Audrey Joseph, told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the club acted quick¬ 
ly and appropriately and that 
some delay in calling for an am¬ 
bulance was understandable con¬ 
sidering the confusion of events. 

Joseph said the first radio call 
v^ent out for help from a club se-

curity guard at 2:40 a. m., after the 
guard first made contact with 
Goring. Joseph said a club cus¬ 
tomer had alerted the guard that 
Goring was down. The guard first 
administered CPR to Goring on 
the stage and he was carried off 
the stage to the back hallway be¬ 
fore 911 was called. Dispatch 


records show a 911 call was made 
by the club at 2:48 a.m., eight 
minutes after Joseph said her se¬ 
curity guard first came in contact 
with Goring. 

Paramedics first arrived on 
scene at 2:52 a.m. San Francisco 
Medical Examiner Dr. Boyd 
Stephens, told the B.A.R. that 
paramedics reported Goring had 
been attended to by people in the 
club for 15 minutes before they ar¬ 
rived. Varying accounts have listed 
the time of Goring’s collapse any¬ 
where from 2:30 a.m. to 2:35 a.m. 

Some have speculated the club 
may have hesitated calling 911 
immediately out of concern that 
911 calls were being used by police 
as ammunition to further crack 
down on all-night clubs like Club 
Universe. Joseph denied that 
charge and said some delay was 
understandable, partly because 
the nearest phones were in the 
front of the club, on the opposite 
end of the club from the hallway 
where Goring was taken. 

Stephens said that Goring suf¬ 
fered from hypertension and likely 
died of a heart attack. No drugs or 
alcohol were found in his system. 

The lawsuit is in its deposition 
and discovery phase. Like most 
civil lawsuits, the case could wind 
up being settled out of court to 
avoid a costly trial. San Francisco 
attorney James Goodfellow is rep¬ 
resenting the Goring family. He 
declined comment on the case. 

Goring worked as a banquet 
server at the Fairmont Hotel in 
San Jose. Friends and co-workers 
said they will always remember his 
smile, kindness, and upbeat dis¬ 
position. 

“He had one philosophy in life,” 
said best friend Steve Cohen. “De¬ 
spite what he had to go through 
being both gay and African Amer¬ 
ican, he always believed there was 
good in everyone.” ▼

Men and AIDS 


T his year’s 13 th annual World AIDS Day 
theme is a fitting one: “AIDS: All Men 
- Make a Difference.” The theme’s goal 
is to encourage all men - including men who 
have sex with men - to increase their aware¬ 
ness about the risk of HIV/AIDS infection 
for themselves, their partners, and their fam¬ 
ilies and to use their influence to help stem 
the tide of the epidemic. 

This year’s focus on men is something 
we’re glad to see as it reinforces something 
we’ve always known: men who have unpro¬ 
tected sex with men still represent the 
largest risk category for infection with HIV. 
Also, HIV infections and AIDS deaths in 
men worldwide outnumber those in 
women on every continent except sub-Sa¬ 
haran Africa. 

While the San Francisco Department of 
Public Health badly mishandled its an¬ 
nouncement earlier this year that HIV cases 
are dramatically increasing in San Francisco, 
we don’t dispute the bottom line that HIV 
cases are going up in the city that long ago 
created the so-called “model” for AIDS care 
and treatment in the country and the world. 
It’s obvious to us that the model needs to be 
updated - perhaps drastically - so that more 
attention and money can be devoted to HIV 
prevention campaigns in an effort to de¬ 
crease the HIV infection rate. Prevention 
has always lagged behind treatment when it 
comes to funding - in HIV as well as other 
diseases. It’s apparent to us that preventing a 
disease means that fewer people will get the 
disease. 

Public health officials and HIV preven¬ 
tion workers must pay particular attention 
to young men, who are especially at risk for 
contracting HIV. About one in four people 
with HIV are young men under the age of 
25. They have grown up in the era of 
HIV/AIDS, and since the disease isn’t the 
death sentence it once was for many, a lot of 
young people are in denial about becoming 
infected and living with HIV once they are. 
Living with HIV/AIDS is no picnic, it re¬ 
quires life-altering changes for many, and 
right now at least, a dependence on toxic 
medications to keep the virus at unde¬ 
tectable levels. As anyone living with 
HIV/AIDS will tell you, it’s no fun. Yet the 
drug companies, in their zeal to market dif¬ 


ferent combinations of medications, con¬ 
tinually portray PWAs as being able to do 
almost anything. Smiling faces in ads grace 
the pages of virtually all gay publications - 
including this one - and reinforce the no¬ 
tion that HIV/AIDS is a chronic, 
manageable condition. TelFthat to 
the PWA who can’t leave his 
house because of diarrhea, or , 
whose body has become disfig¬ 
ured because of the HIV drugs 
that are helping him survive. It’s not 
pretty, it’s not easy, and living with 
HIV/AIDS is not enjoyable. 

As for those living with 
HIV/AIDS, more effective 
treatments are desperately 
needed. As Jeff Getty notes in 
this week’s Survive AIDS column, since 
1996, when protease inhibitors hit the mar¬ 
ket, there has been little or no advancement 
in the drug arsenal. People like Getty, who 
are resistant to the drugs, require stronger 
and more toxic remedies month after 
month, and there aren’t many choices left 


for them. 

Leadership in fighting HIV/AIDS starts 
at the top, and that means with the U.S. pres¬ 
ident. We are extremely distressed at the in¬ 
creasing reality of a Bush administration, be¬ 
cause among other things, Governor George 
W. Bush has barely mentioned the word 
“AIDS” in public, and didn’t do so 
until he became a presidential candi¬ 
date. We remember the Reagan years, 
when the president stood by as thou¬ 
sands were dying, unable and unwill¬ 
ing to talk publicly about the disease 
t that was wiping out communities. 
We dread the possibility of slid¬ 
ing backwards when it comes 
to HIV/AIDS treatment, edu¬ 
cation, and prevention, because 
it took 20 years to get where we are. 

In the meantime, public health leaders 
and politicians in both parties must contin¬ 
ue to push for research, treatment, and pre¬ 
vention programs so that we don’t have to 
“celebrate” World AIDS Day forever; it’s one 
day we could do without. ▼ 




Carrying the message of love

I t’s Thanksgiving morning, the turkey is 
in the oven, and I’m filled with so many 
thoughts of gratitude. I have just re¬ 
turned from Washington, D.C., after being 
arrested with my Soulforce family for block¬ 
ing the driveway at the Shrine of the Im¬ 
maculate Conception. 

Soulforce is a network of gay, lesbian, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgendered people and their al¬ 
lies who are committed to putting out the 
fires of bigotry being lit by our churches, tem¬ 
ples, and mosques. We come from many faith 
traditions. Mostly Christians, we are blessed 
to be joined by Jewish, Islamic, Buddhist, 
Quaker, and other faiths. When we gather to¬ 
gether as we did in Washington, D.C., from all 
over the country, in whatever city, the spirit 
of God is clearly upon us; you can literally feel 
that spirit and the experience is awesome. 

In just a little over a year, we have carried our 
message of love and nonviolence to Jerry Fal- 
well, in Lynchburg, Virginia, and to the major 
denominations at their annual conferences. We 
have been arrested in Cleveland at the 
Methodist conference, Orlando at the South¬ 
ern Baptist conference, in Long Beach at the 
Presbyterian conference, and in Denver at the 
Episcopalian conference. All told, there have 
been some 500 arrests. Now we were taking it to 
my own denomination - Roman Catholic. 

From November 12-14, over 250 of our 
Soulforce and Dignity family came together 
to speak “truth to power.” The truth: that all 
of us are God’s children, and it is time to 
stop the spiritual violence of the Vatican 
against gay, lesbian, bisexual, and transgen¬ 
dered people. The power: the Vatican and 
the bishops who teach that our loving rela¬ 
tionships are “intrinsically disordered.” 


Many Catholics told us we didn’t under¬ 
stand. They assumed that we were all Protes¬ 
tants who didn’t comprehend how the 
Catholic Church works. As co-chair of this 
action I want to say this is not true. Many of 
those on the planning team were Catholic, 
including a number of people from Dignity. 
I am a 63-year-old lesbian, a pastoral minis¬ 
ter in the Diocese of Oakland, and a “cra¬ 
dle” Catholic. I left the church in the 
1970s, angry at its failure to be a voice 
for those who had no voice, aligning 
itself with the rich and powerful. 

Much to my surprise, I have 
found myself back in the church. 

Many of my friends thought I had 
lost my mind, asking me how I can 
be a Catholic and a lesbian. 

But I love my church, and 
cannot be silent in the face 
of its bigotry. Soulforce has 
given me a way to confront it and to call it 
back to prophetic witness. 

Sunday and Monday, we provided train¬ 
ing in nonviolence, and on Tuesday, 250 of 
us marched to the Shrine. Approximately 
110 people blocked the driveway to the 
Shrine. In the front line, in wheelchairs, were 
the Reverend William Sloan Coffin (the civil 
rights and antiwar activist), and a 95-year- 
old grandmother with her young gay grand¬ 
son. Those who could not be arrested stood 
across the street to cheer us on. The arrests 
went as planned and for the most part the 
police were friendly and cooperative. Arrest¬ 
ed with us from the Bay Area were: Christian 
de la Huerta, author of Coming Out Spiritu¬ 
ally ,; the Reverend Kelly Hart; and the Rev¬ 
erend Phil Lawson, pastor of Easter Hill 
Methodist Church in Richmond, who last 
summer faced defrocking for performing a 
holy union in January 1999. 


We continued vigiling throughout the 
bishops’ conference at the hotel where they 
were meeting. It was very cold. One of the few 
acts of compassion came from the lay minis¬ 
ters to the Military Chaplains who were at¬ 
tending the conference. They brought us out 
cups of hot coffee to warm us. As a passivist, 
I must say that I saw a certain irony to that. 

Where do we go from here? Gandhi and 
King teach us that there are several aspects 
to nonviolent resistance. One aspect is the 
acts of civil disobedience that have taken 
place across this country by Soul- 
force. 

Another is noncOoperation. 
While we have been invited to 
continue the civil disobedience 
by people of other de¬ 
nominations, we also see 
the need to put into effect 
a plan of noncooperation 
with those churches who continue to com¬ 
mit spiritual violence against GLBTs. This 
means pulling our financial support from 
these churches. Another act of noncoopera¬ 
tion for many will be refusing to lead the 
choirs, and minister within those churches. 
Can you imagine where these churches 
might be if GLBTs and their allies stopped 
cooperating with their oppressors? 

We understand that nonviolent acts of 
resistance do not result in immediate 
change. It is a long-term commitment. But, 
it seems to me that it is only through love 
that true change can come. It was just 13 
months ago that our “Journey to Lynch¬ 
burg” began. Where it will end, I truly be¬ 
lieve, only God knows. But, in my heart, I 
believe that only when we are committed to 
renewing our own souls in love, can we truly 
transform our society; otherwise we simply 
create new systems of oppression. ▼

Doesn’t support Leno 

Supervisor Mark Leno seems desperate for an 
image that distances himself from Willie Brown, de¬ 
spite vote after vote that squarely plants him in the 
mayor’s camp. His recent dabbing at occasional un¬ 
characteristic votes knowing the mayor’s majority will 
hold sway anyway, should not fool anyone who has 
followed his voting record since his appointment. 

He complains, according to the Examiner (No¬ 
vember 16) that to his opponent, Eileen Hansen, “it’s 
all about the machine.” Hansen isn’t exclusively cam¬ 
paigning on that issue, but as well about the city being 
for sale, a trend Leno is exacerbating. Leno’s problem 
is his voting record, and looked at carefully, clearly 
supports Hansen’s contentions. A few examples: 

• A $45 million contract award this past August to 
a Bechtel-led group has some organizations, accord¬ 
ing to the Chronicle, saying that “a private company 
could end up controlling San Francisco’s water sys¬ 
tem.” Leno and the board majority voted to award 
Bechtel the contract to oversee modernization of the 
Hetch Hetchy system despite the board’s budget ana¬ 
lyst, Harvey Rose, declaring that it “did not include 
performance measures to determine whether Bechtel 
was doing its job,” and it “failed to prove it can do the 
work more cheaply than city employees,” said news 
reports. Leno received a $500 campaign contribution 
from Bechtel in 1998. 

• A $66 million contract for the city’s special tran¬ 
sit services to the disabled and elderly was pulled from 
a firm that had held it for eight years, by vote of Leno 
and a majority of the board. Winning the paratransit 
contract was Jacqueline Besser, wife of Mayor Brown’s 
former law partner who followed Mayor Brown here 
and became a City Hall lobbyist. The Chronicle called 
the Bessers “part of the circle of Willie Brown friends 
who have cashed in on their relationship with the 
mayor, fueling allegations of cronyism...” The con¬ 
tract award followed deals for the Bessers to manage 
all transit to and from the airport and another to man¬ 
age two city garages. Losing the paratransit contract 
was a Filipina who, it was charged, was “unfairly being 
pushed aside,” despite a reputation among many users 
as being “the best transit provider in the nation for rid¬ 
ers with special needs,” according to the Examiner. 

• In June 1998, San Francisco voted by a 56 percent 
margin for a proposition that would have removed 
most control over development of Treasure Island 
from the mayor by allowing members of the Board of 
Supervisors each to appoint one member to an over¬ 
sight commission. On August 10, 1998, Leno voted 
with seven other supervisors to ignore the public’s 
vote and not enact the measure. On October 31 of 
that year, an Examiner headline read, “Mayor’s cronies 
in line for job,” the story detailing how “two political 
patrons of Mayor Brown’s” won a contract to oversee 
major development on the island. After Leno voted 
with the board majority to ignore the public, the Ex¬ 
aminer editorialized that “voters will have [the] op¬ 
portunity ... to let the supervisors know who is boss 
in this city.” 

The opportunity has come. Leno must go.

PLUS-2 coming soon 

When I tested positive in 1990 my doctor in¬ 
formed that I had roughly two years to live. I began 
to act accordingly as if some time bomb were ticking 
away in my body. The future became a blur and I 
began living only for “today.” After having become a 
mad drunk party boy fucking the nights away in bath¬ 
houses in a sex frenzy and maxing out my credit cards, 
I realized that this was not the way to live, nor to die 
for that matter. 

Many of us know the anguish of being given a 
“death sentence” without having the benefit of an ex¬ 
ecution date. Suddenly the uncertainty of life becomes 
an exaggerated experimental work in progress. Rela¬ 
tionships become strained or non-existent, motiva¬ 
tion to finish school withers, career goals become less 
important, prospects of meeting that “life partner” 
dim. To plan or not to plan - that was the question. 

In the last three years we’ve seen a glimmer of hope 
arise with new medical treatments, that may or may 
not lead us to victory over HIV, the virus that causes 
AIDS. Indeed we have been at war and have fought 
longer that any reasonable soldier would be called to 
serve. 

It is important to note, however, that although we 
may not be winning the war as yet, many of us are 
beating the odds that were given to us 10 or more 
years ago. And we are beating the odds with or with¬ 
out the new generation of antiviral drugs. Call me 
jaded, but I often play the game “let’s wait and see” 
with my doctor regarding all of these new drugs. But 
that’s the beauty of living with HIV in the year 2000. 
We have the ability to make choices for ourselves. By 
making personal choices and empowering ourselves, 
people living with HIV have transformed both the 
medical industry and society to a large scale. This 
transformation did not come without a price. And it 
could not have come without experiencing a person¬ 
al transformation that can only come from within. 

Seven years ago, a group volunteers got together to 
present the first PLUS (Positive Living for Us) semi¬ 
nar, a two-day weekend workshop for newly diag¬ 
nosed HIV-positive people in San Francisco. It was 
born out of the idea that people living with 
HIV/AIDS need to come together for self-empower¬ 
ment through the sharing of information and sup¬ 
port. Since then, the PLUS seminar transformed the 
lives of over 1,000 men and women both infected and 
affected by HIV. 

Now, we begin the next phase in our evolution to 
fight HIV with the PLUS-2 weekend seminar. Seven 
years after the first PLUS seminar many of us face new 
challenges, choices and long-term life issues. 

PLUS-2 was designed to begin addressing some of 
those life issues. Hopefully, the new information and 
support will be useful in providing a framework for 
people living with HIV to advance to the next level of 
self-empowerment. 

I would like to invite all of the former PLUS par¬ 
ticipants to call and find out what PLUS-2 is about 
and to be part of this historical moment. PLUS-2 will 
be presented the weekend of December 9-10 in San 
Francisco. Both PLUS and PLUS-2 are part of the Pos¬ 
itive Force program at the Stop AIDS Project. For 
more information or to register for PLUS-2, call (415) 
865-0790, ext.

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Bush claims presidency; 
Gore awaits high court

T hough Florida Secretary of 
State Katherine Harris, a 

staunch Republican and co¬ 
chair of that state’s Bush-for-pres- 
ident operation, gave Texas Gov¬ 
ernor George W. Bush and the 
Republican Party a temporary 
psychological boost Sunday by of¬ 
ficially certifying Bush’s win in 
Florida by 537 votes, and hence 
handing over the state’s 25 elec¬ 
toral votes to Bush, technically 
making him the president-elect, 
it is very likely that the 
U.S. Supreme Court will 
eventually decide the 
presidential matter after 
hearing arguments from 
both campaigns to¬ 
morrow (Friday, De¬ 
cember 1). 

Ironically, 
though . Bush 
publicly 
claimed the 
presidency Sunday, based on the 
Florida certification, it was his 
campaign that first took the mat¬ 
ter to the U.S. Supreme Court and 
he will now have to at least wait 
until after the high court’s ruling 
before he can truly claim the pres¬ 
idency. Both Al Gore and Bush 
believe deeply that they won this 
election and despite the Florida 
secretary of state’s determination 
that Bush should be proclaimed 
the president-elect, the Supreme 
Court is expected to eventually 
rule whether any of the hand- 
counted votes should be included 
in the final Florida count. Bush, of 
course, is depending on the U.S. 
Supreme Court to overrule that 
Florida Supreme Court decision 
that said the hand-counted votes 
must be included. Gore is con¬ 
tending that the vote to date in 
Florida is both “incomplete and 
inaccurate” and is asking the high 
court to order that uncounted 
votes in Miami-Dade and other 
counties be included in the count. 

Should Bush somehow lose at 
the U.S. Supreme Court level, he 
could, and likely would, turn to 
the Republican-controlled Florida 
Legislature, and ultimately very 
possibly to the U.S. Congress, 
which is also GOP-controlled. So, 
what’s now going to happen? It’s 
anyone’s guess, but tomorrow’s 
arguments before the Supreme 
Court justices (seven of whom 
were appointed by Republican 
presidents) could affirm Bush’s 
claim that the Florida high court 
erred and “rewrote the Florida 
election law” after the fact, violat¬ 
ing Title 3, Section 3, of the U.S. 
code which requires that a state’s 
law enacted “prior to” Election 
Day “shall be conclusive.” The 
Supreme Court could also affirm 
Bush’s other claim that the Florida 
high court violated Article II, Sec¬ 
tion I of the U.S. Constitution, 
which requires a state to choose its 
electors “in such a manner as the 
state legislature thereof may di¬ 
rect.” That, of course, would ap¬ 
prove the ultimate certification of 
Bush’s original 930-vote lead from 
Florida’s automatic machine re¬ 
count plus the absentee ballots, 
and Bush would then be awarded 
the presidency. 

However, it is also possible, 
though thought unlikely, that the 
high court could reject both Bush 
claims, thereby affirming the 
Florida court’s action with a final¬ 
ity that would all but terminate 


Bush’s legal recourse, should Gore 
prevail in contesting the election. 
In short, either the U.S. Supreme 
Court becomes the ultimate au¬ 
thority or it allows the Florida 
high court to be the ultimate au¬ 
thority. At any rate, the Electoral 
College meets on December 18 to 
elect the new president, and fed¬ 
eral law requires that Florida sub¬ 
mit the names of electors for the 
candidate who wins its 25 elec¬ 
toral votes no later than Decem¬ 
ber 12. Meanwhile, the dueling 
lawsuits for both the Democrats 
and the Republicans move 


ty Central Committee might take 
against his club. “They [the coun¬ 
ty committee] have to do what 
they have to do and we have to do 
what we have to do,” Babcock said. 

And yes, a number of high- 
placed Democrats - locally and 
nationally - still appear to be 
more than a bit annoyed at our 
own Mayor Willie Brown for 
publicly throwing the towel in for 
Gore on the presidential election 
long before Gore and the Democ¬ 
ratic Party were ready to do so. 

Indeed, Judge Robert W. Lee, 
who led the three-member 
Broward County Canvassing 
Board and received national tele¬ 
vision exposure as one of the 
brighter guys in the entire Flori¬ 
da vote-counting mess, is an 
openly gay man. Lee, 40, of Fort 
Lauderdale, was appointed a 
county judge by Democratic Gov¬ 
ernor Lawton Chiles in 1997, 
making him the first openly gay 
judge in Broward Cpunty. Lee had 
actually been interviewed last year 
by representatives of Governor 
Jeb Bush’s office for a promotion 
to the Broward Circuit Court, but 
did not get the job. While grow¬ 
ing up in Jacksonville he was ac¬ 
tive with the Young Republicans, 
but as soon as he could vote he 
registered Democratic and there 
are some (particularly among De¬ 
mocrats) who feel that Lee is still 
a Republican at heart and is still 
angling for a promotion from the 
Bush administration. Though 
judges run for office as nonparti¬ 
sans in Florida, Lee, now a regis¬ 
tered Democrat, has often voted 
with Republican members of the 
canvassing board. Politically, it 
appears that neither Republicans 
nor Democrats who know Lee 
trust him; first he voted against a 
hand recount requested by fellow 
Democrats in Broward County, 
then, just as surprisingly, he 
switched and voted for allowing 
the hand count, based, Lee claims, 
on an opinion handed down by 
the state attorney general, a De¬ 
mocrat. “I’m a pretty together 
person; I don’t get caught up in 
this type of [political] stuff,” the 
sometimes-popular judge told re¬ 
porters. 

The election on November 7 of 
Oakland City Councilmember 
Nate Miley to the Alameda 
County Board of Supervisors 
means there’s an opening on the 
Oakland council that will be filled 
at a special election in April and 
among the leading contenders in 
that race will be Brenda Craw¬ 
ford, a respected African Ameri¬ 
can lesbian who is the president of 
the East Bay Lesbian/Gay Democ¬ 
ratic Club. 

Overheard: The first openly 
gay member of the California state 
Senate, current Assemblywoman 
Sheila Kuehl, explaining why 
there are now four lesbians in the 
new Legislature and no openly gay 
men: “People are more threatened 
in many ways just by a gay man’s 
presence.” 

Laura Schlessinger made an 
on-air pitch last week for compa¬ 
nies to advertise on her TV and 
radio programs; another sign her 
show is tanking and that the pres¬ 
sure campaign against sponsors 
by gay activists is taking its toll.

wo years ago this week, I 
took on a difficult job. 

At the time, I was hang¬ 
ing out in an online chat room for 
transgendered people, called The 
Gazebo. Word was coming in 
from one of the Boston-area 
members about the brutal murder 
of an African American 
transwoman named Rita Hester. 
She was stabbed multiple times in 
her apartment in Allston, Massa¬ 
chusetts. 

That night, I compared the 
case to one that happened in the 
same general area to another 
African American transwoman 
just three years before, Chanelle 
Pickett; Both were transgendered 
women of color. Both were mur¬ 
dered in late November. And both 
died brutal deaths, with Pickett 
being strangled and beaten 
bloody, and Hester dying of 
multiple stab wounds. 

Unfortunately, no one 
in that chat room had 
ever heard of Pickett. 

Even in a community 
where history is 
largely forgot¬ 
ten, this sur¬ 
prised me. A 
number of Transexual Menace ac¬ 
tions were held when Pickett’s 
killer, William Palmer, was on 
trial. Though the case never at¬ 
tained the media interest that the 
Brandon Teena case garnered, it is 
still one of the events that helped 
revitalize transgender activism in 
the last decade. Yet three years 
after the fact, it was forgotten - 
and as the famed George San¬ 
tayana quote goes, “those who 
cannot remember the past are 
doomed to repeat it.” 

So I chose to preserve the 
memory of those killed by anti¬ 
transgender hatred or prejudice, 
creating a Web site called Remem¬ 
bering Our Dead, located at 
www.gender.org/remember. 

As I said when I started this, it 
is a difficult job. In the course of 
researching the project, I dug deep 
into historical archives such as 
those at the GLBT Historical So¬ 
ciety of Northern California. The 
number of cases I uncovered went 
from 30 to over 200, covering a 
span of 30 years. Through the

project I discovered that one per¬ 
son a month is reported murdered 
due to this sort of violence. 

Some of the cases have touched 
me deeply, like those of 
Steven Wilson, a 9-year- 
old who liked to play with 
“girls toys.” Wilson was 
raped and murdered by a 
15-year-old neighbor who 
wanted to teach “the fag” a 
lesson. That 
brought back 
the wounds of 
my own rape, 
when I was 8, by a 13-year-old 
neighbor boy. I’m sure he, too, was 
teaching me a lesson. 

And yes, there are people on 
the site who I knew, like Tacy 
Ranta who introduced herself to 
me a couple weeks before a bullet 
took her life. And Robert Eads, a 
transman who died of uterine 
cancer, after being turned away by 
over 20 doctors, because they were 
worried about how their other pa¬ 
tients would feel. 

The project has had its high 
points. I’ve been honored to be a 
nominee for a GLAAD Media 
Award for the project, and to have 
been contacted by Fox Searchlight 
Pictures around the release of the 
film Boys Don’t Cry, in order to 
help promote both the film and 
the Web site. 

In November 1999, on the 
one-year anniversary of Rita Hes¬ 
ter’s murder, I asked members of 
the transgender community to 
consider having a candlelight vigil 
- a “day of remembrance” - to re¬ 
member these victims, and to 


draw attention to the issue of anti¬ 
transgender violence. After last 
year’s event, I asked that we do it 
again this year. 

We’re actually ahead of the 
“one a month” curve this time 
around, with 18 cases having been 
reported since November 28, 
1999. Eighteen people who are no 
longer with us, simply because 
they did not fit society’s concepts 
of “man” and “woman.” 

People like a 3-day-old baby in 
Dallas, Texas, who was killed by 
hir mother, first by feeding the 
child shards of glass, then (when 
that didn’t kill the child fast 
enough, one assumes) beating the 
baby’s head against the wall. Why? 
The child was intersexed, and had 
ambiguous genitalia. 

Other cases this year include 
Alina Barrigan, strangled this Jan¬ 
uary in San Jose, Vanesa-Lorena 
Ledesma, an activist in Argentina, 
who died in police custody in Feb¬ 
ruary, and Amanda Milan, who 
died in New York City in June. Ac¬ 
cording to reports, cabbies who 
witnessed the killing applauded as 
Milan bled to death. 

By the time you read this arti¬ 
cle, it will be all over for the year, as 
Tuesday was the second annual 
“Day of Remembrance,” honoring 
those we’ve lost since last Novem¬ 
ber. Thirteen cities have taken part, 
from San Francisco to Tallahassee, 
from Houston to Minneapolis-St. 
Paul. Many transgender Web sites 
have also opted to black themselves 
out as a show of solidarity. 

So maybe Web sites like “Re¬ 
membering Our Dead,” and event's 
like the “Day of Remembrance” 
will help build visibility, leading to 
a better understanding that trans¬ 
gender people sometimes pay very 
dearly for being who we are. Per¬ 
haps, as time goes by, paving the 
way for a shift in the way society 
treats those who are presenting in 
a “gender-variant” manner. 

But I must admit being a little 
pessimistic. Whether it is 13 cities 
or 300,1 know that there will still 
be transgendered people who will 
be killed simply because of the 
clothes they wear, or the way they 
act. Maybe it will be you - or me. 

And I would rather not have 
my death cheered by witnesses, 
nor face any sort of death simply 
because someone doesn’t feel 
comfortable with the way I choose 
to present myself. 

So remember these people, say 
their names, and honor their 
memory. Through this, we may 
avoid the words of George San¬ 
tayana. T

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A million gays for Bush

G ays are abandoning the or¬ 
thodoxy of the gay civil 
rights establishment. Defy¬ 
ing the near hysteria against 
George W. Bush generated by 
many gay political organizations 
and leaders, and despite a propa¬ 
ganda barrage for A1 Gore in the 
gay media, more than a million 
gay voters backed Bush in the 
presidential election. Further, 
the number of gay Republi¬ 
can voters appears to be 
growing. What does this 
mean for gay rights? 

First, consider the num¬ 
bers. About 103.8 million 
Americans voted for a 
presidential candi¬ 
date on November 7. 

According to a na¬ 
tional exit poll, 4 percent of these 
voters, or almost 4.2 million, were 
willing to self-identify as gay. Of 
the self-identified gay voters, 70 
percent said they voted for Gore 
and 25 percent said they voted for 
Bush. 

That comes out to just over 
one million gay votes for Bush, 
enough to deliver Florida (which 
is under dispute) and New Hamp¬ 
shire. Even conceding Florida to 
Bush, a Gore win in New Hamp¬ 
shire would have been enough to 
elect him. So if Bush wins, it’s 
plausible to say gay voters made 
the difference. 

But even the one million total 
likely underestimates the actual 
gay vote for Bush. This is so for 
two reasons. First, the social stig- * 
ma attached to homosexuality re¬ 
duces the number of gays willing 
to “come out” to pollsters. It’s like¬ 
ly that a disproportionate number 
of these uncounted closeted vot¬ 
ers, because they are less connect¬ 
ed to the attitudes of the gay civil 
rights establishment, support Re¬ 
publicans. 

Second, even among openly 
gay voters, the social stigma at¬ 
tached to voting Republican re¬ 
duces the number willing to admit 
they backed the politically-incor- 
rect candidate. No one wants to be 
compared to a Jewish Nazi or a 
black Klansman, as gay Republi¬ 
cans have been. So a million gay 
votes for Bush is a floor, not a ceil¬ 
ing. 

Further, the gay Republican 
vote is growing. In 1992, after Pat 
Buchanan declared a “culture 
war” against gays and qthers, the 
GOP got just 14 percent of the gay 
vote. In 1996, when Bob Dole re¬ 
quested the endorsement of the 
Log Cabin Republicans, the GOP 
got 23 percent of the gay vote. 
This year, when Bush actually met 
with gay Republicans, it stands at 
25 percent. 

The hand-wringing about this 
development has already begun. 
Columnist Michelangelo Signorile 


asks, “Why are many gay people 
easily sucked in?” He suggests two 
explanations. One is that gay ac¬ 
tivists should have made the case 
for Gore “more forcefully.” Yet it’s 
hard to imagine how gay political 
groups could have pushed harder 
for Gore. Millions of dollars were 
spent warning gays that their civil 
rights, and their very lives, were in 
danger if Bush won. In fact, it ap¬ 
pears there is an inverse relation¬ 
ship here: as the Republican 
Party tones down its anti-gay 
rhetoric, gay activists 
ratchet up their anti- 
GOP rhetoric. 

Signorile also suggests 
gay activists should have 
made their case “without the 
condescending atti¬ 
tude that, as lackeys 
for Gore, they often 
possessed.” That 
would be welcome but it’s not 
likely gay activists are capable of it. 
The very idea that gay voters have 
been “sucked in” by the sinister 
Republicans, as Signorile puts it, 
suggests gay activists think these 
voters are too stupid or too igno¬ 
rant to appreciate their real inter¬ 
ests. 

Signorile’s second explanation 
for the large gay Republican vote 
is that gays, unlike more reliably 
Democratic voters, “aren’t dispro¬ 
portionately poor and marginal¬ 
ized.” What a pity. If the precondi¬ 
tions for monolithic loyalty to the 
Democratic Party are poverty and 
marginalization, we can be forgiv¬ 
en for straying from the fold. 

Here’s a simpler explanation: A 
million gay voters walked into 


these voters; they may have con¬ 
sidered taxes and the future of So¬ 
cial Security more immediately 
relevant to their lives. Or perhaps 
many of them concluded that, 
while Gore was better on gay is¬ 
sues, he was unlikely actually to 
get anything done on them. Or 
perhaps on the issues on which 
Gore was said to be preferable - 
like employment discrimination 
protection and hate crimes laws - 
they disagree with the wisdom of 
the policy. Or perhaps they were 
so disgusted by the Clinton-Gore 
administration’s two great gay- 
rights legacies - the anti-gay mili¬ 
tary exclusion and the Defense of 
Marriage Act - that they decided 
to punish the Democrats. 

It’s not that these gay Bush vot¬ 
ers are stupid, it’s that they dissent 
from the approved gay view of 
what’s important in the world. It’s 
not that they don’t care about gay 
rights, it’s that they define gay civil 
rights on their own terms. It’s not 
that they’re easily sucked in by de¬ 
ceptive Republicans, it’s that 
they’ve been taken for granted by 
the Democrats. I know this is hard 
for gay activists in Washington, 
D.C. to believe, but not every gay 
person wakes up thinking life 
would be great if only Congress 
would pass a hate crimes law. 

The Democrats are in no im¬ 
mediate danger of losing their gay 
majority. Only two minority 
groups - blacks (90 percent for 
Gore) and Jews (79 percent for 
Gore) - are more steadfast. By 
most accounts, a 70 percent en¬ 
dorsement is still a landslide. 

But it’s increasingly clear that 



their polling places and decided 
that, on balance, Bush was the bet¬ 
ter choice. 

There are plausible and defen¬ 
sible reasons for that choice. Per¬ 
haps gay issues were peripheral to 


at least a significant minority of 
the gay vote is up for grabs. That 
should make both Democrats and 
Republicans work harder for our 
support. Whatever your politics, it 
is a welcome development. ▼

A ll Men-Make a Difference!” 
is the slogan of World AIDS 
Day activities this Friday, 
December 1. The optimistic spin 
“is to encourage all men to in¬ 
crease their awareness of the risks 
of HIV/AIDS” and their responsi¬ 
bility to help stem the spread of 
the epidemic. 

“We all know this disease is 
spread by men,” William Malekga- 
puru Makgoba said last July at the 
International AIDS conference in 
Durban. He is president of the 
Medical Research Council of 
South Africa, a counterpart to the 
U.S. National Institutes of Health. 

The low social and legal status 
of women contributes to the 
spread of HIV in much of the 
world. Makgoba said that atten¬ 
tion should be paid to “disem- 
powering” the male in this 
process. “We need to focus upon 
men, their biology and their soci¬ 
ology.” 

The World Health Organiza¬ 
tion released a new report esti¬ 
mating that 5.3 million people in 
the world became infected with 
HIV during the last year. It offered 
a glimmer of hope that for the 
first time the number of new in¬ 
fections seems to have stabilized 
in sub-Saharan Africa. 

But even with that stability, the 
amount of diseases and death of 
the slowly developing infection * 
will continue to grow for years to 
come. An estimated 3 million peo¬ 
ple will die of HIV this year. 

The situation remains stable in 
the United States. The Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention 
continues to estimate that at least 
40,000 Americans become infect¬ 
ed with HIV each year, and nearly 
a million live with the infection. 

While gay men continue to be 
the population hardest hit, the 
epidemic is growing most rapidly 
among people of color and 
women. Half of all new infections 
are in people 25 and younger. 
Those who have access to therapy 
and adhere to the regimen gener¬ 
ally do well in controlling the in¬ 
fection. 

Monkeys on STI 

Structured treatment interrup¬ 
tion is one of the more interesting 
developments in research on ther¬ 
apy. It involves periodic drug “hol¬ 
idays” to reduce exposure to drug 
toxicity and/or to try to stimulate 
the immune system to better fight 
HIV. Most knowledge has come 
from a series of anecdotes of indi¬ 
vidual patients. 

Animal studies allow re¬ 
searchers to control timing and 
conditions of infection and treat¬ 
ment in ways that are not possible 
with humans. The first animal 
study of the STI concept was pub¬ 
lished in the November 24 issue of 
the journal Science by Franco Lori, 
head of the Research Institute for 
Genetic and Human Therapy 
(RIGHT) at Georgetown Univer¬ 
sity in Washington, D.C. and in 
Italy. He also presented data on 
the study at an invitation-only 
workshop on HIV acute infection 
sponsored by NIH in October. 

Lori and his colleagues infected 
rhesus macaques with the monkey 
version of HIV. One group was 
given no therapy, a second was 
given continuous therapy, while a 
third was put through cycles of 
three weeks on therapy and three 
weeks off. 

The six moneys that began 
therapy soon after seroconversion, 
six weeks after exposure to the 
virus, all showed a viral rebound

at the first interruption, three did 
at the second interruption, one at 
the third, but none of their virus 
rebound on the fourth interrup¬ 
tion. The pattern of their viral 
loads showed a geometric decline 
with each interruption. 

Four monkeys that were not 
put on therapy until a year after 
they were infected showed a re¬ 
bound on the first interruption 
and somewhat lesser rebounds on 
subsequent interruptions. But 
there was no pattern or progres¬ 
sion in their responses. It appears 
that their immune systems were 
learning how to better control the 
virus with each exposure to sig¬ 
nificant amounts of HIV. 

Toxicities clearly were differ¬ 
ent. Five of the six control animals 
continuously maintained on ther¬ 
apy developed glucose imbalances 
and had to be given insulin. Glu¬ 
cose imbalances seem to con-

tribute to lipodystrophy or disfig¬ 
uring redistribution of body fat. 
Lori said the glucose levels of ani¬ 
mals in the STI arms “were practi¬ 
cally normal.” 

What does it mean? 

There are several implications 
from this study that seem to rein¬ 
force what has been seen in indi¬ 
vidual patients. One is that begin¬ 
ning therapy very soon after in¬ 
fection with HIV may be the best 
way to generate the strongest im¬ 
mune response to the virus. Some 
patients who do not start therapy 
until late after infection may gain 
some limited enhanced immune 
response with STI, though that is 
much less clear. 

Another implication is that cy¬ 
cling on and off therapy seems to 
control the virus as well as contin¬ 
uously maintaining that therapy. 
However, the results are very short 
term and may not hold up over 
time. 

Furthermore, it is not yet clear 
what are the safest ways to discon¬ 
tinue particular drugs with differ¬ 
ent half-lives in the body so as 
minimize risk of developing resis¬ 
tance to those drugs. Nor is it clear 
how long a person should remain 
off drug, what criteria should be 
used to restart therapy, or how low 
the virus should be suppressed 
and for how long before begin¬ 
ning another interruption. 

While the idea of STI is en¬ 
couraging, it remains very much 
an experimental concept. It 
should only be tried under a doc¬ 
tor’s supervision, with careful 
monitoring of viral load and CD4 
counts. T

T he South African parliament 
has just passed a Revenue 
Laws Amendment bill which 
redefines the word “spouse” as 
being inclusive of “a permanent 
same-sex life relationship.” This 
means that same-sex life partners 
will now also be exempt from the 
Estate Duties Tax that applies to 
spouses of heterosexual people. 

According to Carrie Shelver, 
director of the National Lesbian 
and Gay Equality Project in South 
Africa, “This new act impacts di¬ 
rectly on the struggle by all lesbian 
and gay people for the full legal 
recognition of our relationships.” 

This development, she noted, 
comes at a time when the South 
African Law Commission is re¬ 
viewing the provisions of the 
Marriage Act as it applies to same- 
sex partners. 

“After the passing of the Equal¬ 
ity Act earlier this year, great ex¬ 
pectations have been created 
among lesbian and gay people in 
terms of the recognition of their 
right to equality in all aspects of 
life,” Shelver added. She expressed 
the hope that this would be an in¬ 


dication of future government 
policy in this regard. 

However, there are still some 
inequalities in government policy. 
For example, same-sex partners of 
deceased state employees do not 
have access to widows’ pensions. 

It is believed that some 40 per¬ 
cent of all lesbian and gay people 
in South Africa are employed di¬ 
rectly or indirectly by the state. Al¬ 
though it is illegal for private pen¬ 
sion funds to deny same-sex part¬ 
ners widows’ pensions, state pen¬ 
sions are ruled by a different act. 

Pointing out that the State Pen¬ 
sions Fund still refuses to pay out 
widows’ pensions to surviving part¬ 
ners, equal rights project coordina¬ 
tor at the Lesbian and Gay Equality 
Project, Evert Knoesen, said that, 
“We believe that this is immoral, 
unconstitutional, and unlawful.” 

After all, he noted that any un¬ 
fair discrimination on the 
grounds of sexual orientation is 
unlawful under the South African 
Constitution. Discrimination still 
exists in various sectors, however, 
including the banking sector. 

A South African newspaper, 
The Q, used the example of two 
lesbians in a committed five-year 
relationship, who wanted to buy 
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his brother were asked by Under¬ 
hill to pose for a photo session in 
1993 after Underhill saw their pic¬ 
tures in a high school yearbook. 
Batres said Underhill told them 
they were model material and he 
could help them put together a 
portfolio. Batres said he was sur¬ 
prised when pictures of him and 
his brother embracing wound up 
on XYs front cover three years 
later. Batres said he didn’t decide 
to sue until he and his brother ap¬ 
peared in the cover again this year. 

The twins’ attorney, Thomas 
Byrne, told the B.A.R. that when 
Underhill heard that the twins 


were considering legal action Un¬ 
derhill tried unsuccessfully to get 
them to settle for $1,000 each. 
Byrne said the total dollar amount 
on his lawsuit is something that 
still has to be worked out. 

Byrne said the twins were 
never paid for the photo shoot 
with Underhill but two years after 
the pictures were taken, around 
Christmas time, they were sent 
$250 each from him. The twins 
said that they were simply sent the 
money without any explanation. 

“It came with nothing, it was 
just a personal check,” Batres said. 
“I didn’t know what it was for, I 
thought maybe Christmas but I 
had no idea.” 

Byrne said XY magazine im¬ 
plied the twins were gay by a 
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the house of their dreams. Al¬ 
though together they earn enough 
to buy the house they wanted, a 
bank official told them that, re¬ 
grettably, in such cases the bank 
cannot use their joint income in 
their calculations and that they do 
not qualify for a 100 percent 
bond. The reason being, of course, 
that the financial sector does not 
treat credit applications from 
same-sex partners the same as 
those from heterosexual married 
partners who enjoy more benefits. 

Still, South Africa has one of 
the most progressive constitutions 
in the world when it comes to gay 
and lesbian rights. It is also the 
only country in Africa to declare 
that consensual sexual intercourse 
between members of the same sex 
is not unlawful, and that people 
should not be discriminated 
against on the basis of their sexu¬ 
al orientations. 

However, even in this country 
where gays and lesbians are pro¬ 
tected by the constitution, the bat¬ 
tle for complete equality is far 
from over. The good news is that 
South African homosexuals have 
^scored some important victories 
recently and are on their way to 
total equality. T 


headline that said “Young and 
Gay” immediately under the boys’ 
picture in the inside of the maga¬ 
zine’s first issue in 1996. The boys 
also appeared on the cover of that 
issue. The pictures showed the 
teens fully clothed, wearing rugby 
shirts, and embracing. 

“If you’re not gay and you’re 
portrayed as gay you do have a 
claim for damages under Califor¬ 
nia law,” said Byrne. “It’s a misrep¬ 
resentation of who you are.” 

Batres said he and his brother 
were teased after the pictures were 
published and people even went 
to his mother asking if they were 
gay. Batres reiterated that he’s not 
homophobic and that he’s suing 
primarily because he and his 
brother never gave Underhill per¬ 
mission to publish the pictures 
anywhere. 

Batres said the photo shoot 
with Underhill is the only model¬ 
ing he and his brother have done. 
He’s currently working his way 
through college as a waiter and his 
brother works as a carpenter. 

Former Congressman Doug 
Bosco and his wife, retired Judge 
Gayle Guynup, were mentioned in 
the lawsuit because, according to 
the twins, the photo shoot took 
place on Bosco’s ranch in Occi¬ 
dental. Byrne said the boys’ moth¬ 
er felt more comfortable about the 
photo shoot because it was being 
conducted on Bosco’s property. 
Batres said Underhill told him 
Bosco was his landlord. Bosco told 
the B.A.R. that he doesn’t remem¬ 
ber meeting the twins and he saw 
the original prints of the photo 
session and they were not taken 
on his property which he has since 
sold. Bosco said Underhill told 
him the photos were shot in Rail¬ 
road Square in downtown Santa 
Rosa. 

“We were on Doug Bosco’s 
property, this Railroad Square 
thing is bullshit,” said Batres. “He’s

G eorge W. Bush moved an¬ 
other laborious step closer 
to the White House on No¬ 
vember 26 when Secretary of State 
Katherine Harris certified him the 
winner of Florida’s presidential 
election and that state’s 25 elec¬ 
toral votes. That night Bush de¬ 
clared it was time to move «n and 
begin the transition to the new ad¬ 
ministration. Nominations must 
be made for Cabinet offices and 
the FBI must initiate the process of 
gaining security clearances. 

But A1 Gore continues to 
maintain that “if every vote is 
counted” he would be president. 
Pundit Chris Matthews is a fan of 
the vice president. Speaking on 
the November 27 Charlie Rose 
program on PBS, he compared 
Gore to a cartoon character who 
has run off the edge of a cliff and 
is running on air, but eventually 
will notice that fact and drop like 
a rock. 

Gore’s attorneys sued in state

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himself from Steven Underhill.”

28 for a continued hand count of 
ballots in selective counties. Judge 
N. Sanders Sauls ordered that the 
ballots in question be brought from 
the three south Florida counties in 
question to Tallahassee for safe¬ 
keeping. The procedure was essen¬ 
tially to preserve all options and it is 
unclear if anything will be done 
with the ballots. Sauls also set a 
hearing for Saturday, one day after 
the U.S. Supreme Court hears an¬ 
other set of arguments on the case. 

“Vice President Gore is asking 
Florida’s courts to issue a set of or¬ 
ders whose likely effect would be 
to make him the winner of a pres¬ 
idential election he will otherwise 
have lost. It would be an extraor¬ 
dinary intervention on the part of 
the Florida justices,” said the 
Washington Post in a November 28 
editorial. 

The newspaper had supported 
Gore throughout the campaign 
and post-election turmoil, but it 
concluded, “The court set a dead¬ 
line; Mr. Gore wasn’t able to win 
within it; and the court, in our 
judgment, needs to be awfully 
careful about granting him the 


the phone. 

“He told me he didn’t have any 
assets and if I were to sue him I 
wouldn’t get anything because he 
doesn’t have anything,” said 
Byrne. The attorney added that he 
learned that XY magazine has an 
annual income of $1 million but 
didn’t know how much of that 
went to overhead. Byrne said 
Cummings would not disclose to 
him whether he had any insur¬ 
ance. 

“That’s why we had to file a 
lawsuit because one of the things 
we can obtain in discovery is 
whether or not they have insur¬ 
ance,” said Byrne. 

XYs financial health of late ap¬ 
pears to have gone from serious to 
critical. It missed several publish¬ 
ing deadlines this year. The San 
Francisco-based magazine also 
had its telephones cut off and now 
has to rely on cell phones. 

Although XYis distributed na¬ 
tionally and internationally and 
has thousands of devout readers, 
it has had a long-standing prob¬ 
lem attracting national advertisers 
who may be scared off by its con¬ 
tents. XY features young male 
fashion and beefcake photos along 
with articles targeted toward gay 
and questioning teenage boys and 
young men. ▼ 
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further relief he now seeks.” 

Polling data is showing that the 
public is growing uneasy with the 
continued bickering. An ABC 
News-Washington Post poll re¬ 
leased on November 27 found 
that 60 percent of Americans be¬ 
lieve it is time for Gore to con¬ 
cede. That includes about 25 per¬ 
cent of the people who voted for 
the vice president. 

Almost 350,000 people had 
chosen to take a poll on America 
Online and nearly 80 percent of 
them agreed that the Florida bal¬ 
lots had been counted enough. 
While those responding are not 
necessarily representative of the 
American public as a whole, the 
number of people involved is vast¬ 
ly larger than the weighted sample 
of 400-800 generally used in 
overnight tracking polls. 

Also on November 28, Bush’s at¬ 
torneys submitted briefs to the U.S. 
Supreme Court asking it to over¬ 
turn the earlier Florida court deci¬ 
sion that extended recounting the 
ballots, and not allow any further 
recounts. Gore’s attorneys argued 
that this is not a matter for the fed¬ 
eral courts to decide. Additional pa¬ 
perwork will be filed on Thursday „ 
and both sides will present oral ar¬ 
guments before that Court on the 
next day, December 1. 

Bush’s lawyers asked the court 
to bring “legal finality” to the elec¬ 
tion process. It is unclear if the 
justices will do that. ▼ 
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AIDS in America: 

Year 20 and still killing

R ecently, I had several con¬ 
versations with television 
producers from CBS’ 60 
Minutes and A&E’s Investigative 
Reports programs. Both networks 
are planning major AIDS stories 
to be aired in. coming weeks. 
Seems that both news teams have 
come to the same conclusion: 
“You thought AIDS was over? 
Well think again, it’s not.” Both 
networks based their stories on 
three predominant themes that 
producers identified in their re¬ 
search: First, most people in 
America think that AIDS has 
been managed or cured. Second, 
many people in America no 
longer consider AIDS to be a per¬ 
sonal threat. Third, AIDS drugs 
are extending life but in the long 
run, may ultimately contribute to 
the patient’s demise. 

In the past year, two extremely 
well-informed and prominent 
AIDS activists died from AIDS 
complications. Both of these peo¬ 
ple had the very best healthcare 
and access to information (actu¬ 
ally they both wrote about AIDS 
treatments) and both had been 
long-term veterans of AIDS sur¬ 
vival. Yet they still died. One can¬ 
not expect to survive AIDS by 
one’s wits. Although using one’s 
wits to stay alive is an excellent 


tactic, we are not yet far enough 
along in development of effective 
low-toxicity treatments to think 
that AIDS is managed or even 
survivable. It is neither. 

*In the past year more and 
more information has surfaced 
about the long-term toxicides of 
continuous HIV anti-viral thera¬ 
py. The news was not good. 

HIV drugs are implicat¬ 
ed in lipodystrophy, 
heart problems, ( 
bone loss (hip re¬ 
placement), inter-cel¬ 
lular malfunctions 
called mitochondriosis, 
lactic acidosis, and liver 
and kidney dys¬ 
function and 
failure. Add in 
the various op¬ 
portunistic infections and the 
drug toxicities required to treat 
them and you find many surviv¬ 
ing AIDS patients have become 
antiviral and antibiotic multi¬ 
drug resistant. These AIDS pa¬ 
tients (myself included) require 
stronger and more toxic remedies 
month after month and year after 
year. Ultimately one eventually 
dies, either from an infection or 
complications from treatments. 

Nobody these days bothers to 
say how long an HIV infected pa¬ 
tient can expect to live - or how 
well. Since each person’s lifestyle, 
healthcare, ability not to become 
depressed, and genetic immune 
response varies, there is no way to 


predict how well or long one can 
expect to stay alive with current 
anti-HIV treatments. To be sure, 
the old five- or 10-year death sen¬ 
tence has been reprieved for many 
on treatment. But how long be¬ 
fore their drug toxicities gang up 
and kill, or force them off treat¬ 
ments? When PWAs started ex¬ 
perimenting with going off drugs 
in order to avoid toxic build¬ 
-up, healthcare experts 
coined the phrase “drug 
holidays” to describe 
such deviant behavior. 
Pressure to remain com¬ 
pliant was so severe that 
when patients stopped 
taking the drugs 
(because they 
were often being 
hurt by them), 
doctors were angry and patients 
were accused of laziness or lack of 
fortitude. Only later did activists 
and doctors coin a new phrase 
“strategic drug interruption,” the 
stopping of HIV drugs in order to 
function or survive. It soon be¬ 
came all the rage. But stay off the 
drugs too long and many may 
face death from HIV ravaging 
their immune system. 

Since 1996 there has been little 
or no true advancements in the 
drug arsenals. We still have the 
same three drug families; nucleo¬ 
sides, non-nucleosides and pro¬ 
tease inhibitors. HIV resistance to 
any one drug in a family usually

A n Army general rejected Ari¬ 
zona state Representative 
Steve May’s appeal of the 
Army’s decision to dismiss him 
from his reserve unit after he said 
in a legislative debate that he is gay. 
General John Scott, the command¬ 
ing general of May’s unit, backed a 
military panel’s recommendation 
that May, a lieutenant in the Army 
Reserves, be honorably discharged 
for violating the military’s “Don’t 
Ask, Don’t Tell” policy. 

May, a Republican, who was 
easily re-elected this month to his 
Phoenix area seat, had been open 
about his homosexuality since his 
first campaign for elected office in 
1996. May acknowledged his ho¬ 
mosexuality during a legislative 
debate in February 1999. May was 


an honorably discharged civilian 
at the time, but was called back to 
the Army a few weeks later, during 
the Kosovo crisis. 

May will appear at a reception 
and dinner Saturday, December 9, in 
San Francisco at the Common¬ 
wealth Club, and will give an address 
on the DADT policy. “Is the gay ban 
based on prejudice or military ne¬ 
cessity?” is expected to be the topic 
of May’s address. The event is co¬ 
sponsored by the Center for the 
Study of Sexual Minorities in the 
Military at the University of Califor¬ 
nia, Santa Barbara and the Com¬ 
monwealth Club of California. Tick¬ 
ets to the dinner may be obtained by 
calling (415) 597-6705 or (415) 597- 
6706. It is advised that reservations 
be made by December 4. The event 
takes place at 595 Market Street,

Survive AIDS 
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means resistance to the rest of the 
related medications. AIDS patients 
know this sad fact all too well. A 
new drug, T20 is in the pipeline. It 
is an adhesion inhibitor and ap¬ 
pears to be non-toxic for now. It 
will barely make it to market. But 
the overall groundswell of innova¬ 
tive and active searching for new 
pharmaceutical targets for HIV by 
major drug companies has dried 
up. Instead of cutting edge re¬ 
search, they simply spend their 
huge profits telling us how won¬ 
derful the existing drugs are or re¬ 
formulating the drugs in new ways 
to make them more convenient. 
Don’t get me wrong, I’m not dis¬ 
pleased that we have been able to 
extend life, I’m displeased that we 
have lost the sense of urgency and 
America thinks that AIDS is over. 
It is not. It just takes somewhat 
longer to die than it used to. Cur¬ 
rent AIDS drugs are inadequate 
and outdated. 

And healthcare for AIDS is 
slipping as well. When a patient 
and their doctor suspect cancer, 
the patient is referred to an on¬ 
cologist who carefully operates 
and performs a biopsy to deter¬ 
mine what kind of cancer it is and 
which drugs will be effective. The 
patient then goes onto various ex¬ 
tremely regulated drug treat¬ 
ments or chemotherapy with rig¬ 
orous blood monitoring and close 
observation. After a given drug or 
treatment cycle, the cancer spe¬ 
cialist re-evaluates and deter¬ 
mines the next course or action 


along with the patient and his or 
her family. This is not the case 
with equally fatal AIDS. You go 
into any old doctor’s office, see 
your HMO-mandated doctor 
(most likely a family or general 
practitioner) for maybe 15 min¬ 
utes, and walk out with a handful 
of drug prescriptions and an 
order for lab work. Sort of like 
getting chemo in the lobby of a 
fast food restaurant. 

What kind of virus do you 
have? Who knows? Is it already 
drug resistant and to* which 
drugs? Your insurance will only 
pay for this kind of information 
once in a blue moon. Does your 
immune system have a natural 
ability to fight your type of virus? 
Again, who knows? One cannot 
readily have tests run to answer 
that unless they are being studied 
by the National Institutes of 
Health. Are my drugs working? 
Maybe, but we can’t always tell for 
sure, until you lose a big chunk of 
your immune system. Are my 
drugs trying to kill me? That de¬ 
pends; how are you feeling today? 
Is that liver pain, gas, or mito- 
chondriosis? You need more in¬ 
formation but it is not available. 
Sorry your 15 minutes are up. 

And so it goes. Eventually you 
learn the best emergency rooms 
to visit in your area and start 
shopping for a viatical company 
to buy your life insurance. 

What are the drug companies 
doing to help, one wonders? Open 
any gay magazine and see the 
major drug company ads depict¬ 
ing sexy people living, thriving, 
partying, and having sex with 
AIDS. They climb mountains 


(without nearby toilets) and sail 
across oceans while popping 
handfuls of happy AIDS pills. 
Surely AIDS is no longer a bad 
disease. And check out those 
young handsome “come love me” 
AIDS drug models. If I take the 
drugs will I have sex too? Of 
course you will, unless you be¬ 
come disfigured by lipodystrophy 
or find yourself on dialysis. You 
can always date in between IV 
therapy and emergency room vis¬ 
its. Pardon the sarcasm but the 
point is this: The image presented 
in the media depicting AIDS pa¬ 
tients is a lie invented to sell AIDS 
drugs. Living with HIV sucks. It 
starts out sort of okay but it goes 
downhill much too quickly. 

Which leads to the final insult: 
Denial. Because people think 
AIDS is over or managed, they are 
probably not having enough safe 
sex and more people are going to 
get infected. Add to this the 
cultists who claim there is no such 
disease, and the sexy AIDS drug 
magazine models and we have 
what is just now coming into view 
- TV news documentaries which 
announce: “You thought AIDS 
was over, but it’s not, and it’s get¬ 
ting worse.” 

So happy World AIDS Day. 
The world does not need AIDS, 
yet it spreads out of control. Hav¬ 
ing AIDS is no picnic, and it is as 
far as I can see, still fatal. If you 
don’t have HIV, play safe and 
don’t take chances. If you do have 
HIV or AIDS perhaps it’s time to 
get involved. It does not appear 
that the government or the drug 
companies are in any hurry to 
cure this disease. T

persons with serious or fatal ill¬ 
nesses,” and that the federal gov¬ 
ernment had “offered no evidence 
to rebut evidence that cannabis is 
the only effective treatment for a 
large group of seriously ill indi¬ 
viduals.” 

This past July, Breyer reversed 
himself and allowed the OCBC to 
provide cannabis to patients once 
again. The Clinton administration 
appealed the lower court ruling, 
arguing that the distribution of 


medical marijuana “threatens the 
government’s ability to enforce 
the federal drug laws.” This past 
August, the Supreme Court ruled 
7-1 that the Oakland club could 
not distribute medicinal cannabis 
while the case was under appeal. 
Supreme Court Justice Stephen 
Breyer, the brother of Charles 
Breyer, recused himself from the 
case. 

According to OCBC lawyer 
Annette Carnegie, the federal 
Controlled Substances Act does 
not prohibit the provision of mar¬ 
ijuana for medical purposes. She 
said that choices about the use of 


medicinal cannabis “are best made 
by physicians and not by the gov¬ 
ernment.” 

The OCBC argument is based 
on California’s Proposition 215, 
the medical marijuana initiative 
passed by the state’s voters in 
November 1996. Citizen initia¬ 
tives in favor of medical cannabis 
have since passed in seven other 
states and the District of Colum¬ 
bia, including Colorado and 
Nevada, which passed such 
propositions earlier this month. 
Hawaii has the only medical 
marijuana law put into effect by 
a state legislature. ▼

Last weekend was the traditional 
starting day for the season, with 
lots of folks enjoying slope action 
over the “Celebrate U.S. Imperial¬ 
ism via Gluttony” holiday. If you 
need to burn off some of those 
stuffing-induced pounds, why not 
shoosh ’em away?

Even in high school Trummer 
was in the ski club, a fan of

been made in securing LGBT 
rights in the last 22 years, there is 
much work that remains to be 
done. 

“We still need to penetrate,” 
Migden exhorted the crowd. 

“We’re not there yet, boys and 
girls,” agreed Ammiano. 

But coming just two weeks be¬ 
fore San Francisco’s runoff elec¬ 
tions for supervisor, the event 
took on an unmistakably contem¬ 
porary political tone. 

“It’s terribly important for the 
club to focus on progressive is¬ 
sues,” said Migden, a former Milk 
Club president. “But I want to re¬ 
mind the club that it’s important 
to get gays and lesbians elected, 
too.” 

“It’s the queers who do the 
work,” she said. The Milk Club has 
endorsed a number of progressive 
heterosexual candidates over their 
gay or lesbian competitors in their 
races for San Francisco supervisor. 

Ammiano noted that it was 
district elections that made possi¬ 
ble the election of Milk, the first 
openly gay elected official in the 
United States. 

“Yes, district elections also 
brought us Dan White,” acknowl¬ 
edged Ammiano. “But it did not 
cause Dan White,” who he said 
was a product of an ignorant, 
right-wing culture. 

“What an incredibly petty per¬ 
son,” Ammiano said of the late 
White. “His act of murder was an 
act of pettiness that has made me 
sick for 22 years. 

“And I see that same pettiness 
every day at City Hall, “ Ammiano 
said. “Think about the ‘constipa¬ 
tion gridlock/ as I like to call it, 
that happens in these chambers 
behind me every day. 

“Well, that same old song that 
has been sung for 22 years ain’t 
gonna be sung no more.” ▼

She's among'Help Is on the Way lineup

|P| vercoming clinical depres- 

v■; sion, a wildly dysfunctional 
UpF family, and overwhelming 
stage fright, Jane Olivor is picking 
up a career that she deep-sixed 
nearly two decades ago in frustra¬ 
tion. The moody singer with the 
tremulous voice will be perform¬ 
ing at two Bay Area venues just as 
her first new album in 18 years is 
reaching record stores. 

“I left the business because I 
couldn’t take the pressure,” Olivor 
said from her home in Maryland. 
“I felt as if I had been shot out of 
a cannon and told to be a super- 
star. If I had my career to do over, 
I would never do it the way I did.” 

Olivor may no longer be on a 
career fast-track, but with the help 
of therapy, support groups, and 
anti-depressant drugs, she has 
found a certain peace with the way 
things are. “I think the album is a 
good album,” she said. “I don’t 
think it’s great, but I’m proud of if 
for the work and effort behind it 
after 18 years.” 

She will be performing selec¬ 
tions from the new Love Decides 
CD along with old favorites from 
her Columbia albums at the 


Osher Marin Jewish Community 
Center for two performances on 
Dec. 2. And then on Dec. 4, she’ll 
join the star-studded lineup for 
the first edition of Help Is on the 
Way for the Holidays at the Herbst. 
Theatre, benefiting the Rich- 
mond/Ermet AIDS Foundation. 

Born and reared in Brooklyn, 
and still sporting an accent at 
odds with the elegance of her 
voice in song, Olivor was too shy 
to sing in front of people. She kept 
the music bottled up inside as 
family dramas swirled around her. 

“My family is quite volatile,” 
she said. “There were rages and 
fights every single day, and that 
doesn’t exactly bring about an at¬ 
mosphere for an artist to develop 
confidence. To develop over¬ 
whelming fears, yes. I was happy 
when my parents divorced for the 
peace that might happen, but that 
was broken a year later when my ' 
mother remarried and she just 
kicked me out of the house. The 
betrayal was very difficult, and I 
think I’m still getting over it.” 

When Olivor finally gained the 
courage to let her music out, peo¬ 
ple liked what they heard. But she 
had no idea of what to do with her 
talent. 

“I literally came out of 


nowhere,” she said. “I was in two 
folk groups which I adored, and I 
thought I was a folk singer until I 
was given pop music to sing, and I 
enjoyed that, too. Before I knew it, 
having played cabaret for about a 
year and a half, I was at Carnegie 
Hall. People think, oh, what a fab¬ 
ulous life, but in reality it was in¬ 
sane.” 

Bitter fruit 

Oliver released five albums 
during her years with Columbia, 
and all are still available on CD. 
Not that she sees any money from 
their sales. “I signed a really bad 
contract,” she said, “and I have to 
blame Columbia for their greedi¬ 
ness. I was very bitter.” 

But for Olivor’s fans, which in¬ 
cludes a high gay and lesbian per¬ 
centage, those albums are fondly 
remembered for her highly emo¬ 
tive renditions of such standards 
as “Some Enchanted Evening,” 
“He’s So Fine,” and “I’m Always 
Chasing,” as well as introducing

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The great leap forward 

Staging'The Importance of Being Earnest 7 


by Richard Dodds 


j|% teven Cosson is an edgy di- 
rector with a gay bent who 
staged several memorable 
productions in San Francisco be¬ 
fore heading to New York in 1996. 
Now this rising talent is back to 
stage a play that he calls “the cor¬ 
nerstone of my aesthetic.” 

That play is Oscar Wilde’s The 
Importance of Being 
Earnest, opening Dec. 1 
at the Magic Theatre 
and performed by third- 
year graduate students 
from ACT’s Master of 
Fine Arts Program. It is 
being presented in 
repertory with George 
Farquhar’s The 
Beaux' Stratagem. 

“I think Earnest 
was a great leap for¬ 
ward in gay sensibility, if not the 
origin of 20th-century gay sensi¬ 
bility,” Cosson said. “It is a come¬ 
dy that is very serious, deeply 
funny, and quite subversive in its 
own way.” 

While the 1895 play is all about 
heterosexual liaisons, it can clear¬ 
ly be seen as metaphor for the 
kind of double life Wilde and his 
friends were then leading. 

“You can completely ignore 
any sort of gay double meanings 
in it,” Cosson said, “and it would 
still function as a complete organ¬ 
ic whole. At the original perfor¬ 
mances you could imagine a 
proper London audience for 


whom all that means nothing, and 
then there are all of Oscar’s gay 
friends cackling in the back row.” 

A growing custom that the 
ACT production is following is 
the casting of a man, in this case 
Chan Casey, as the imperious 
Lady Bracknell. It was a decision 
made before Cosson arrived, but 
it’s one he can happily live with. 

“I- think it reinforces what the 
play is about,” Cosson said, “the 
idea that everyone’s life 
is a fiction, that every¬ 
one’s life is a perfor¬ 
mance.” 

Does Cosson bring'a 
gay sensibility to a play 
that launched the no¬ 
tion of gay sensibilities? 
“I guess so,” he said, 
“but not in any 
particularly con¬ 
scious way. It’s just 
such a natural ter¬ 
ritory for me, finding the tone of 
this sort of comedy that is both se¬ 
rious and ridiculous, which is at 
the core of a certain gay kind of 
humor in the theater.” 

Cosson did his coming out as 
an undergraduate at Dartmouth, 
a conservative Ivy League school 
in rural New Hampshire that he 
didn’t find a particularly support¬ 
ive environment for a young gay 
man. After a spring-break visit to 
San Francisco, he moved here as 
soon as he could after graduating 
in 1990. 

“It was really a good city to live 
in then as a young artist,” he said, 
“because you could live cheap, 


work part-time, and still do what¬ 
ever I wanted theatrically.” 

Cosson founded Smart Mouth 
Theatre here, and the troupe pro¬ 
duced several unusual works in¬ 
cluding Stupid Kids, Phaedra's 
Love, and an adaptation of Lillian 
Heilman’s The Children's Hour ti¬ 
tled Fingered. 

“But I always knew someday 
I’d have to leave,” he said. “The 
glass ceiling here is just too low. 
San Francisco really isn’t a theater 
town like Chicago and Seattle are.” 

Cosson came to his theatrical 
sensibilities at an early age. As a 
kid growing up in Maryland, he 
staged elaborate puppet theater 
productions, and at age 11 he had 
a play produced on the radio 
about an unloved albino eagle. 
“And my mother likes to tell peo¬ 
ple that when I was 4, instead off 
wanting stories read to me, I’d 
have my parents act out little sto¬ 
ries. So I was already bossing peo¬ 
ple around.”

Winter shows at the Plush Room

or those of you who have yet 

' - to experience the pleasure of 
one of the foremost figures 
in the fragile art form of cabaret at 
one of the best rooms in the coun¬ 
try, let me explain exactly what to 
expect when you go to hear Wesla 
Whitfield, now appearing at the 
Plush Room. 

As you enter, the well-appoint¬ 
ed lobby of the York Hotel likely 
looks considerably different from 
the way it did in 1958, when Al¬ 
fred Hitchcock used it as the place 
where Kim Novak lived as the 
shopgirl Judy in Vertigo. You will 
be greeted at the door by Trevor 
Logan, the handsome and person¬ 
able young man who runs the 
room, and ushered to a cozy table. 
One of the waitstaff takes your 
order (there’s a two-drink mini¬ 
mum) and quickly returns with 
your beverage. 

The lights dim, and as the voice 
of Brian Morse, on sound and 
lights, intones, “Welcome, ladies 
and gentlemen, to the Plush 
Room,” Mike Greensill and Ken 
Miller repair to piano and bass, re¬ 
spectively. A jazzy instrumental 
version of the 1930 Howard Dietz 
and Arthur Schwartz classic 
“Something to Remember You 
By” sets the mood, and slowly 
you’re transported back to a time 
when life might have seemed a bit 
more civilized. 

The lights dim again, then 
there she is seated comfortably in 
a cushioned barstool center stage. 
Whitfield immediately begins 
singing, her clear, crisp voice soar¬ 
ing around “Skylark,” the perenni¬ 
al standard by Johnny Mercer and 
Hoagy Carmichael. No matter 
how many times you’ve heard the 
beautiful lyric, you’re transfixed 
by the seeming simplicity of Whit¬ 
field’s interpretation. 

Without another word, she 
launches into a rapid-fire rendi¬ 
tion of “Guys & Dolls” from Frank 
Loesser’s 1950 classic Broadway 
musical, followed by “If I Were a 
Bell” from the same show. No, she 
assures us, she’s not going to sing 
the entire score, playing all the

listeners to the likes of “L’lmpor- 
tant C’est la Rose,” “One More 
Ride on the Merry-Go-Round,” 
and “Stay the Night.” 

Olivor claims to be oblivious to 
the demographics of her audi¬ 
ences, including her appeal to gay 
audiences. “I just really sang for 
myself and hoped that other peo¬ 
ple would be moved,” she said, 
“and the next thing I knew people 
were asking me about the gay 
community. All I can say is if they 
find me appealing, I’m thrilled, 
because you guys are very sharp.” 

But there was a time when af¬ 
fection from an audience actually 
scared Olivor. “I didn’t know what 
they were clapping for,” she said. 
“The depression was so deep I 
couldn’t hear what I was doing. 
Plus I had tons of stage fright. I al¬ 
ways thought I’d forget the words, 
which is paralyzing.” 

And so with all these issues be¬ 
deviling her, Olivor walked away 
from her career in 1983. In 1984, 
she married a doctor who was di¬ 
agnosed with cancer shortly after 
their marriage. He died six 
months later. She moved to Fort 


parts. But she’d like to some day. 
Wise and witty, Whitfield’s pseu¬ 
do-sardonic patter sets up these 
songs perfectly. 

The title of her show, Lucky To 
Be Me, means, she informs us with 
a wink, that she gets to sing all her 
favorite songs. She narrowed that' 
list to 500, and then to 150, all 
from the treasure chest known as 
the great American songbook. 
Cabaret standards by composers 
like Cole Porter, Rodgers and 
Hammerstein, Rodgers and Hart, 
and Harold Arlen are rendered in 
superb arrangements by Greensill. 
Sassy, sweet and always fresh, 
Whitfield delivers the goods with 
subtlety and understatement, ex¬ 
pertly rushing some phrasing, and 
slowing other lines way down. 
Whether these 15 carefully chosen 
songs are familiar friends or new 
territory, you have excellent tour 
guides in Greensill and Whitfield. 
Together (they’re husband and 
wife), they musically mine the ex¬ 
quisite material. Sometimes you 
can’t quite tell if she’s uncovered 
long lost lyrics or if you’re finally 
hearing them clearly for the first 
time. 

To the classic mix they’ve 
added a few little-known gems, 
like the beautiful “The Blues are 
Brewin’” by Eddie DeLange and 
Louis Alter. A trio of tunes from 
On the Town by Betty Comden, 
Adolph Green and Leonard Bern¬ 
stein is a triumph: “I Can Cook 
Too” with every double entendre 
knowingly and effortlessly evoked; 
a wistful “Some Other Time”; and 
“Lucky to Be Me,” which Whitfield 
has turned into a personal an¬ 
them. Whitfield has a secret 
weapon: subtext. Without realiz¬ 
ing it, you find yourself under¬ 
standing the narrative of these 
songs on multiple levels. How 
does she do it? She talks about the 
technique a little, heightening the 
enjoyment. 

All too soon, the evening is 
over. The rousing final song “Fas¬ 
cinating Rhythm” by the Gersh¬ 
wins is followed by the encore, 
Noel Coward’s poignant “Sail 
Away.” Suddenly, Whitfield has 
disappeared, and you realize you 
must return to the real world.

n’t all that fantastic. But there was 
something endearing about the 
sketch when Penn demanded of 
Marina to “explain that, you 
scuzzy little freak.” 

A knife-throwing act involving 
an audience member named Lisa 
involved no prestidigitation at all, 
but was hard to resist as Penn and 
Teller tormented the poor 
woman. When they ventured into 
their more elaborate illusions, the 
payoffs didn’t always match the 
setups. That certainly was the case 
in a complicated trick that had 
something to do with Houdini, 
with Teller apparently moving be¬ 
hind a curtain despite being 


strapped to a chair. 

Yet for the occasional magical 
misfires and long-winded inter¬ 
ludes, Penn and Teller are savvy 
enough showmen to keep an audi¬ 
ence at attention for two hours. 
“Run with the scissors,” Penn told 
little Marina in the self-mending 
polyester bit. When she did, audi¬ 
ence members gasped — and won¬ 
dered what these guys would do 
next to merrily unnerve them. ▼

' n an audience “lousy with chil¬ 
dren,” Penn Jillette assured 
H parents that the Penn & Teller 
show contains “no obscenity, only 
blasphemy. We just take the Lord’s 
name in vain, which is the only 
way to take it.” 

A slight recoil could be detect¬ 
ed among first-nighters at the 
Curran Theatre, but even with a 
liberal sprinkling of “goddamns” 
and “Jesus Christs” through the 
evening, along with several non- 
obscene “bitches” and “bastards,” 
the opening-night audience 
seemed ready to go along for 
whatever rude ride these bad boys 
of magic wanted to take them on. 

After all, you don’t go to Penn 
and Teller for the glitz of Siegfried 
and Roy or the portentousness of 
David Copperfield. For 26 years, 
the duo has been turning the tra¬ 
ditional magic act inside out. They 
proudly wear the scam-artist label, 
and it’s impossible to tell if their 
scamming is ever really turned off. 

Their new show is light on ac¬ 
tual magic tricks, which are hit 
and miss, and heavy on gab (from 
Penn, naturally) as well as audi¬ 
ence participation. A little girl 
named Marina was enlisted for a 
bit involving the disappearing cuts 
in a piece of polyester, which was-

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background, and indeed the in¬ 
teraction with the soloist were 
firmly in Blomstedt’s grasp. The 
orchestra also had no trouble fol¬ 
lowing his direction, and the re¬ 
sults were really spectacular. 

The Concerto is a relatively 
brief work (some 25 minutes), 
but it covers a lot of territory, 
ranging from ecstatic flights of 
cantilena (lyrical melody) to 
witty, even amusing dialogue and 
passages of breathtaking decla¬ 
mation. Oliveira clearly has the 
skill and temperament for such a 
difficult score, and, best of all, he 
has the ability to convey the 
meaning and beauty of 
Rautavaara’s tour de force. 

There are hints of Finland’s 
beloved Sibelius in the music, and 
he was a mentor to Rautavaara. 
The living composer’s attraction 
to angels (the kind that appear in 
William Blake, not New Age 
self-help manuals) also informs 
the mysterious power of the 
soloist’s journey through ever- 
shifting landscapes. The compos¬ 
er asks the violinist to supply a 
horizon, and Oliveira made very 
recognizable guideposts. 

The audience was polite and 
attentive and perhaps a little sur¬ 
prised at their own ready accep¬ 
tance of the Concerto, which was 
receiving its first SFS perfor¬ 
mances. The soloist was awarded 
an appreciative ovation, and Mae¬ 
stro Blomstedt earned a new re¬ 
spect from me. 

The evening had begun with a 
lovely and alert rendition of 
Weber’s Overture to Oberon; the 
second half of the bill was given 
to Dvorak’s beloved Symphony 
No. 9 in E minor, Opus 95, From 
the New World. This is more pre¬ 
dictable Blomstedt territory, and 
he went from strength to strength 
in each gorgeously melodic 
movement. The thrill of the 
opening pages and the over¬ 
whelming nostalgia of the famous 
Largo (you know, Going home, 
going home) avoided schmaltz, 
aiming for orchestral tightness 
and a more subdued solo from, 
the English horn than might or¬ 
dinarily be accepted. The Scherzo 
and the fabulously tuneful Alle¬ 
gro con fuoco Finale fairly 
whizzed by, and Blomstedt was 
only let down by the horns. Their 
errors were hardly enough to 
spoil the effect, however, and the 
audience leapt to their feet in ju¬ 
bilation. 

I cannot bring myself to award 
a standing salute so easily, but I 
certainly want to thank Dvorak 
for writing such a delightful sym¬ 
phony and assure Herbert Blom¬ 
stedt that I greatly admire his re¬ 
markable professionalism and 
obvious belief in the great music 
he so beautifully presents. T

gpi or the past two weeks, pa¬ 
lp trons of the San Francisco 
Symphony have been enjoy¬ 
ing the musical equivalent of 
hefty helpings of comfort food as 
served by the orchestra’s former 
Music Director, Conductor Lau¬ 
reate Herbert Blomstedt. . 

During his decade of leader¬ 
ship (1985-1995), Blomstedt built 
a band of dedicated players intent 
on creating a recognizable sound. 
His success in catching interna¬ 
tional attention came with a series 
of award-winning recordings for 
the Decca label, but his local fame 
stemmed more from a meticulous 
musicianship and care with the 
core repertoire of classics. 

The Blomstedt years were 
hardly scintillating in the manner 
of current Director Michael 
Tilson Thomas, yet he won the 
hearts of Symphony subscribers 
anyway, with his warm paternal 
stage presence and dry Scandina¬ 
vian humor. 

As Laureate, Blomstedt returns 
yearly for a fortnight of appear¬ 
ances, and his arrival in time for 
the Thanksgiving holiday was 
particularly appropriate for his 
expected choice of traditional 
concert favorites. He was also 
blessed with two exceptionally 
talented guest soloists. 

Pianist Richard Goode has 
made a very respectable career 
with the concertos of Mozart and 
sonatas of Beethoven. His record¬ 
ings for Nonesuch have garnered 
a Grammy nomination, and his 
last outing with the SFS was also 
with Herbert Blomstedt, per¬ 
forming another Mozart piano 
concerto. His recent performance 
of Mozart’s Piano Concerto No. 
25 in C major, K.503 was a won¬ 
derful reminder of his artistry, 
and a spur to acquiring his 
recording of the work with the 
conductorless Orpheus Chamber 
Orchestra. 

The Concerto No. 25 is the 
longest and one of the most sym¬ 
phonic in the remarkable canon 
of masterpieces by Mozart. 
Goode was unstinting in his at¬ 
tention to detail, but he allowed 
an emotional depth to imbue the 
rather formal central Andante, 
and the brilliant closing Allegret¬ 
to held no terror for him. The 
other players followed Blomst¬ 
edt’s old-fashioned big-band lead 
with aplomb, and the results were 
wonderfully invigorating.

The second half of that pro¬ 
gram was reserved for the Brahms 
Symphony No. 2 in D major, 
Opus 73, his longest essay in that 
genre, and a piece particularly 
suited to Blomstedt’s grasp of 
large musical architecture. Taking 
his time and coaxing big, 
sonorous climaxes hardly made 
the work appear more concise, 
though the pace allowed for an 
organic, inexorable effect. The 
horns were imperfect at times, 
but the strings played their hearts 
out and sounded richer and 
sweeter than they often do for 
MTT. It was a fine performance 
and a good way to welcome 
Blomstedt back. 

Nordic set 

Last week, for the holiday 
weekend, the program was again 
weighted with two reliable 
crowd-pleasers, but the august 
conductor also had a startling 
surprise up his sleeve. Never 
known for more than a cursory 
interest in contemporary works, 
Blomstedt has instead concen¬ 
trated on modern scores associat¬ 
ed with (appropriately) Nordic 
composers. His complete record¬ 
ed set of the symphonies of Carl 
Nielsen (1865-1931) with the SFS 
made a real splash on Decca/Lon- 
don, but could hardly be deemed 
a flirtation with the avant-garde. 
Still, I have always felt that his an¬ 
alytical abilities would serve new 
music well. 

My hunch proved correct 
when violinist Elmar Oliveira tri¬ 
umphed with Finnish composer 
Einojuhani Rautavaara’s magnifi¬ 
cent Violin Concerto, accompa¬ 
nied confidently and sensitively 
by none other than the gray emi¬ 
nence himself.

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Berger without fear

I ’m sitting in the Cafe Flore, 
eyeing the front door, waiting 
for my interview to appear, 
when a guy carrying bottled water 
and a pastry looms over my table 
and says, “I hear that’s a good 
book.” 

I’m reading William Berger’s 
Verdi with a Vengeance , just pub¬ 
lished by Vintage Books, and the 
smiling guy with the splendid 
mustache is my interview, the au¬ 
thor himself. He knows the Flore 
so well, he came in the back door. 
Immediately I discover that the 
bio and photo in the front of his 
book are not entirely helpful. 

For one thing, mustache aside, 
Berger’s photo depicts a brooding, 
stern-looking guy who could eas¬ 
ily be a professional top. We don’t 
discuss the details of his sex life, 
but in person Berger’s a pussycat, 
warm and funny, with an enthusi¬ 
asm for opera — without the typ¬ 
ical nuttiness — that you might 
encounter in the Met^ standing 
room line. 

In about three sentences, the 
“interview” devolves into an oper¬ 
atic dish session, probably because 
Berger and I share the same atti¬ 
tude towards the art form. We be¬ 
lieve opera is more fun (and more 
profound) when it is totally de¬ 
mented — down with the “station 
wagon diva” — but that doesn’t 
mean we have to be demented 
ourselves. 

Not that Berger claims to be an 
expert. “I approach this whole 
business, writing about opera, as a 
member of the audience. I never 


pretend to know anything I don’t 
actually know. I’m not a profes¬ 
sional musician [though he stud¬ 
ied piano, viola and baritone horn 
(“Trying to be butch”)] and I’ve 
never written a critical review.” 

That’s a tad disingenuous, as 
both his first book, Wagner with¬ 
out Fear (also Vintage) and Verdi 
with a Vengeance are studded with 
opinionated, in-yer-face, on-the- 
money reviews of singers, con¬ 
ductors and opera productions. 
The guy may not think of himself 
as a professional critic, but he can 
hear and he has Ernest Heming¬ 
way’s built-in bullshit detector. 

Between 1980 and 1984, while 
studying romance languages and 
Italian literature at the University 
of California at Santa Cruz, Berg¬ 
er supported himself by working 
for the San Francisco Opera. His 
bio, in an excess of tortured gram¬ 
mar, says he “acquired [sic] for the 
company’s recorded music collec¬ 
tion.” I assumed this meant he 
worked in the music library, but 
no, he was the Opera Shop’s 
recordings purchaser. He also did 
translationsjor the department 
that helped foreign artists with 
taxes and living arrangements. 

Annoying Berlin 

Though he didn’t think he 
could make a living in opera, 
Berger soon moved to New York, 
where he taught Italian, worked in 
design (architectural history is 
one of his main enthusiasms) and 
wrote copy for the Performing 
Arts Book Club. He also spent 
every spare hour at the Metropol¬ 
itan Opera. When his lover died in 
1995, leaving him a small inheri- 
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Verily Verdi

Verdi with a Vengeance by 
William Berger; Vintage Origi¬ 
nal paperback, $15 

W agner without Fear was 
such a great book — in¬ 
formative, funny and 
necessary — that ifs probably in¬ 
evitable that Berger’s next vol¬ 
ume would be less fun. Berger 
told me that his mandate for the 
books was different. In Wagner’s 
case, it was to “take him less seri¬ 
ously, to let some of the gas out 
of the discussion.” With Verdi, it 
was “to take him more seriously.” 

But does anyone today not take Verdi seriously? The composer 
hardly needs to be rescued (except from bad conductors) as Wag¬ 
ner does from fanatic foes or zoned-out fans. Face it, Verdi was a 
stiff-necked sourpuss who treated his wife and parents badly, yet 
happened to be one of the three greatest opera composers who ever 
lived (yes, Wagner and Mozart are the other two). There is not 
much Berger can do to satirize or make Verdi entertaining. 

His operas are a different matter. Where half of the fun of Wag¬ 
ner is personal and the music is only half as good as Wagnerites 
claim, the opposite is true of Verdi. Not surprisingly, the most sus¬ 
tained value of this book is the painstaking discussion of all the op¬ 
eras and Berger’s “Comments.” I’ve been listening to Verdi for half 
a century, and I discovered things even I didn’t know. If you want 
amusing dish and dirt with your facts, you go to the back of the 
book for “Exploring Verdi” on disc, stage, film and in print. These 
sections are so interesting that I found them too short. 

Berger has a terrific time with the available CDs, just as he did 
with the Wagner discography. His jokes tend toward the arcane 
(Cheryl Studer gets a good bashing), yet his stout partisanship of 
the Philips-Gardelli-Carreras early Verdi discs, long dismissed by 
snobbish critics, is worth the price of the book. So is his love of Vis¬ 
conti’s neglected film, Senso, an operatic melodrama about thwart¬ 
ed passion in the Risorgimento, with music by Verdi and Bruckn¬ 
er. Here is a writer whose enthusiasm for operatic music and every¬ 
thing attached to it comes through on every page. On to Puccini, 
Strauss and, dare we hope, Massenet? ▼

tance, Berger decided to spend it 
in Germany, where he attended 
Bayreuth and so annoyed friends 
in Berlin with his anger at the way 
Wagner was treated — a fatal 
combination of too much adula¬ 
tion and too much hatred — that 
they urged him to write about it. 

That’s where the idea for Wag¬ 
ner without Fear arose. In my 
opinion, this is the single best 
practical volume ever written for 
dealing with Wagner and Wagner- 
isme. It’s also hilariously funny, 
and was so successful that Berger 
now has a contract with Vintage 
for more handbooks on opera 
composers. Puccini is the next 
subject, and Berger can barely 
conceal his glee at the prospect. 
Far from the standard “shabby lit¬ 
tle shocker” view of Puccini, Berg¬ 
er believes that the Tuscan com¬ 
poser “actually nailed what Wag¬ 
ner and Verdi were striving for. 
The last act of Fanciulla is fabu¬ 
lous.” 

Asked about contemporary 
opera, Berger gets off one of his 
funniest rants, so smooth and 
quick that I’m sure he’s used it be¬ 
fore, but it’s so good, why not? 
“Opera was born dead, and it’s 
been dead for 400 years. So much 
for relevance. Don’t try to keep it 
alive, just keep it good. With con¬ 
temporary opera, they’ll just have 


to keep trying until they get it 
right.” The sigh that follows sug¬ 
gests he hasn’t been too impressed 
with the results so far. 

If you want to reform some¬ 
thing, however, do it yourself. So 
Berger contributed to James 
Skofield’s libretto for Robert 
Moran’s The Dracula Diaries, and 
he’s written his own original li¬ 
bretto, The Wolf of Gubbio, based 
on an incident in the life of St. 
Francis of Assisi. “It’s the first 
Christian-anarchistic-environ¬ 
mental fable. Not a high concept 
work!” Again the misleading bio 
suggests that Berger and compos¬ 
er Patrick Barnes have completed 
the opera, but Berger says no, he’s 
only heard a few snippets of 
music, though he likes what he’s 
heard so far. 

Writing and book tours take up 
much of his time, though he’s still 
working part-time jobs (bartend¬ 
ing, medical librarian, writing 
marketing copy) until the royalties 
kick in. He spends a lot of time lis¬ 
tening to live opera. “I’m not a

Commanding cinema 


Krzysztof Kieslowski's ' Decalogue' at the Castro Theatre

S have no trouble at all identify¬ 
ing the 1990s’ greatest accom¬ 
plishment in film. For my 
money, it’s Krzysztof Kieslowski’s 
trilogy: Blue (1993), White (1993) 
and Red (1994). The three films 
are meditations on the concepts of 
liberty, equality, and fraternity re¬ 
spectively, as symbolized by the 
colors of the French flag. They 
were the crowning glory and the 
final accomplishment of this great 
Polish director. After Red opened, 
Kieslowski announced his retire¬ 
ment. A year later, he was dead at 
the age of 54. 

But before these final films, Kies¬ 
lowski perfected his ability to work 
in metaphor with an impressive se¬ 
ries of ten short films made for Pol¬ 
ish television, based on the Ten 
Commandments. The series is 
known as The Decalogue, and the 
Castro Theatre is running all ten 
episodes, in order, over the 
two-week period beginning De¬ 
cember 1. With incredible hubris, or 
a highly refined sense of purpose, 
Kieslowski does not tell the audi¬ 
ence which commandment is being 
illuminated at the beginning of each 
hour-long episode. For clarification 
along these lines, you’ll need to refer 
to the Castro’s calendar. 

All ten one-hour episodes are 
set in, or near, a brutalist Warsaw 
housing project — one of those 
gray highrise buildings, filled with 
gray working-class inhabitants, 
surrounded by gray winter skies 
and barren fields. Against this 
bleak landscape, Kieslowski and 
his writing partner, Krzysztof 
Piesiewicz, present ten fables of 
people living in quiet desperation 
who find themselves entangled in 
some sort of moral dilemma. The 
ways in which these individuals 
work through their challenges 
provide a great opportunity for 
the filmmaker to explore the 
breadth and depth of human 
emotional responses and how 


Polish with English subtitles. Fans 
of Kieslowski’s work (remember 
The Double Life ofVeronique?) will 
want to check out at least one or 
two of the screenings. Unlike Blue, 
White and Red, you don’t have to 
see the entire series to fully appre¬ 
ciate Kieslowski’s accomplish¬ 
ment. My favorite episodes are the 
first (shown Dec. 1-3) and the 
eighth (Dec. 10-12). The opening 
chapter, “I am the Lord thy god; 
thou shalt have no other gods be¬ 
fore me,” is a heartbreaker, with 
one of the most beautiful and 
mesmerizing child actors I have 
ever seen. Episode eight, “Thou 
shalt not bear false witness against 
they neighbor,” presents an en¬ 
grossing set of moral challenges 
for a Holocaust survivor that will 
keep you talking, and thinking, 
long after the film is over. 

And if you can’t make any of 
The Decalogue screenings at the 
Castro, rent Blue, White, and Red, 
and screen them in this order, on 
successive "evenings (the films are 
in French, with English subtitles). 
There has never been anyone 
quite like Kieslowski. His work is 
characterized by subtlety, intelli¬ 
gence, and piercing insight into 
human nature; as a filmmaker, he 
had the heart of a poet. V 


the father he despises. When Alex’s 
father surreptitiously takes Alex’s 
son to the woods and forces him to 
shoot a squirrel, Alex finally snaps. 

With a premise as over-the-top 
as this one, there are more than a 
few funny moments in Panic. But 
the overall tone of the film is a se¬ 
rious one that shows how difficult 
it is for people to create and accept 
change in their lives — especially 
when they reach middle age. One 
of the film’s unexpected surprises 
is the presence of Barbara Bain as 
Alex’s mother. Now in her late 60s, 
Bain finally abandons the 
ice-blonde sangfroid that carried 
her through several years of Mis¬ 
sion: Impossible and becomes a 
genuine actress. Here she success¬ 
fully combines elements of the 
typical aging suburban hausfrau 
with the kind of moral depravity 
you haven’t seen since Angela 
Lansbury in The Manchurian 
Candidate. It is a rich, three-di¬ 
mensional portrait that succeeds 
on every level. 

Panic isn’t for everyone. But if 
you’re willing to take a risk on some¬ 
thing that bears no resemblance to 
the typical Hollywood product, this 
may be the movie for you. ▼

they vary from one person to an¬ 
other. 

Some episodes of The Deca¬ 
logue (e.g. Number 5, “Thou Shalt 
Not Kill”) are literal illustrations 
of the commandments and the 
consequences that befall someone 
who disregards them. But Kies¬ 
lowski is one of the least liter¬ 
al-minded directors imaginable. 
You never know where he’s going 
to take you, and when you finally 
get there, you may find yourself 
asking, “Where are we?” In 
Episode 2, “Thou shalt not take 
the name of the Lord thy God in 
Vain,” the relationship of the story 
to the commandment is so ob¬ 
scure that a clear connection may 
not emerge for the viewer. But this 
is one of the risks you take with a 
filmmaker like Kieslowski. 

Throughout The Decalogue, 
Kieslowski the director gets strong 
performances from an excellent 
ensemble of actors, but don’t ar¬ 
rive expecting comedy. Only the 
final episode of The Decalogue 
(“Thoq shalt not covet they 
neighbor’s wife, nor his manser¬ 
vant, nor his goods, nor anything 
that is thy neighbor’s”) offers 


some comic relief from the relent¬ 
lessly serious tone of the nine 
episodes that precede it. In this 
final chapter, a pair of bumbling 
brothers inherit a valuable stamp 
collection from their father and 
are absolutely clueless about how 
to handle their legacy. 

In the ten episodes, there is no 
homosexual content whatsoever, 
and the films are in their original

'Panic' attack

M s a cover, Alex runs a small 

"I retail store, but murder-for- 
JFm hire is his primary profes¬ 
sion. Alex is depressed. His mar¬ 
riage is boring, he hates his work, 
he’s in his mid-40s, and he wants a 
new life. But since Alex is a sec¬ 
ond-generation hit-man, whose 
father now serves as his agent, get¬ 
ting out of the business is not only 
complicated, it’s lethal. This is the 
premise of Henry BromelTs 
quirky little film Panic, an off-beat 
drama blessed with a stellar cast. 

Writer/director Bromell not 
only snared the quintessential 
schlemiel, William H. Macy, to play 
Alex, but he got Donald Sutherland 
to play Alex’s creepazoid father. 
Tracey Ullman is Martha, Alex’s 
unsuspecting wife, who stays at 
home raising their adorable son, 
portrayed effectively by young 
David Dorfman. The fabric of fam¬ 
ily unity, already stretched danger¬ 
ously thin by the family “business,” 
comes apart with Alex’s mid-life 
crisis. Alex seeks counseling and 
meets Sarah (Neve Campbell) in 
his therapist’s waiting room. 
Against her better judgment, the 
lesbian Sarah lets Alex into her life 
and her bedroom, just as Alex re¬ 
ceives a new contract from his dad. 
The victim: Alex’s shrink, played by 
John Ritter. 

Production designer Dan Bish¬ 
op and art director Dan Bradford 
create a colorful yet emotionally 
sterile Los Angeles backdrop as the 
setting for BromelTs story. And 
cameraman Jeffry Jur photographs 
the action using a nice combina¬ 
tion of long shots and intimate 
scenes between two actors. Direc¬ 
tor Bromell employs a slow pace 
that parallels Alex’s contemplative 
mood as he comes to the realiza¬ 
tion that he can no longer contin¬ 
ue working as a hired assassin for

' Pygmalion' is out on DVD

he plays of George Bernard 

y Shaw have long been a cine¬ 
ma staple. Works like Caesar 
and Cleopatra, Saint Joan, Major 
Barbara, Pygmalion, etal. have ap¬ 
peared in all kinds of incarna¬ 
tions, from cheesy TV movies to 
classic Hollywood musicals. Pyg¬ 
malion has proved one of the most 
enduring, revived in several coun¬ 
tries and genres, most recently in 
the 1999 Freddie Prinze Jr. vehicle 
She’s All That. While lack of avail¬ 
ability of some versions must 
color our judgment — who 
knows what Kanske en gentleman 
(Sweden, 1951) or the TV series 
Pigmaliao 70 (Brazil, 1970) are re¬ 
ally like? — most fans would agree 
that there are really only two ver¬ 
sions to consider: Anthony 
Asquith’s Pygmalion and George 
Cukor’s My Fair Lady. Asquith’s 
film has often been overshadowed 
by Cukor’s, but the release of Pyg¬ 
malion in a mostly fine DVD 
transfer (with minimal speckles 
and grain) shows that it has its 
own interest and identity apart 
from the musical version. 

Anthony Asquith was no 
stranger to Shaw or the theatre. His 
career, starting in 1928 with Un¬ 
derground and ending in 1964 with 
The Yellow Rolls-Royce, is studded 
with prestige adaptations of plays, 
from Wilde’s The Importance of 
Being-Earnest (1952) to two others 
by Shaw, The Doctor’s Dilemma 
(1959) and The Millionairess 
(1960). A careful craftsman and, 
happily for Shaw, a faithful inter¬ 
preter of a proven quantity, 
Asquith was an ideal choice for 
Pygmalion. He and Leslie Howard 
(who plays Henry Higgins) are list¬ 
ed as codirectors, but it’s generally 
agreed that this is classic Asquith 
— superior performances, strong 
narrative, polished look. The list of 
collaborators is among the era’s 
best: David Lean (editor), Harry 
Stradling (cinematographer), and 
Schiaparelli (costumes). 

The film opens on one of Lon¬ 
don’s crowded streets, gorgeously 
rendered in Stradling’s velvety 
blacks and whites. These streets 
are the marketplace for garrulous 
gamin Eliza Doolittle (Wendy 
Hiller), who ekes out a living sell¬ 
ing flowers to wealthy slummers. 
Higgins is one of these slummers, 
loitering among the lower classes 
to sharpen his skills at identifying 
people’s home and history by their 
dialect. He brags about these skills 
and, in a fit of hubris, claims he

recordings groupie.” You’d never 
tell that from his surgical discus¬ 
sion of the extant Verdi and Wagn¬ 
er discographies. He adds, surpris¬ 
ingly for someone among whose 
favorite singers are the late Leonie 
Rysanek and legendary Ettore Bas- 
tianini, “I’d rather attend a live 
opera workshop at a local college 
or music school than sit home lis¬ 
tening to ‘greatest hits’ on CD.” 

The Wall 

In addition to the book on 
Puccini, Berger admits he’s work¬ 
ing “very slowly” on a perfor¬ 
mance piece called Karajan’s Wake 
(a triple pun). This is not so much 
about the late, much-abused Aus¬ 
trian conductor as about the sig¬ 
nificance of the historical period 


could transform even a “gutter¬ 
snipe” like Eliza into a “duchess” 
by revamping her language. To his 
surprise, she takes him seriously, 
showing up unannounced at his 
mansion and offering him a 
shilling to teach her “manners” 
and good speech. Financed by his 
friend Colonel Pickering, he 
agrees to do this. What follows is 
all manner of comic mayhem, and 
no small amount of class cruelty, 
as Higgins tortures Eliza into a 
pastiche of the upper classes and 
she transforms him equally, into a 
human being with feelings. 

Eat the rich 

Shaw, a lifelong socialist, be¬ 
lieved class was a social construct, 
easily challenged, and he used his 
play in part as a bully pulpit to tar¬ 
get the rich. Thus Higgins, who 
might have been treated as a mere 
eccentric in the hands of another 
author, becomes a paradigm of 
upper-crust creepiness, capricious 
and bullying in his attempt to 
wring a duchess out of the “sod¬ 
den cabbage leaf” Eliza. He 
presages in a lighter vein James 
Stewart’s Scottie Ferguson in Ver¬ 
tigo, though admittedly the latter’s 
attempt to transform the trashy 
Judy (Kim Novak) into the regal, 
mysterious Madeleine is a far 
more grim and vicious process. 
Asquith’s faithfulness to Shaw 
pays off beautifully here, giving 
full play to the author’s counter¬ 
pointing of Higgins’ complex mix 
of genius and juvenility with 
Eliza’s engaging blend of inno¬ 
cence and street-smarts. 

Asquith lets the actors make 
the most of Shaw’s superb dia¬ 
logue. Howard, for example, clear¬ 
ly relishes his verbal assaults on 
Eliza. Even in their first meeting 
on the street, he practically glows 
when referring to her “curbstone 
English, the English that will keep 
her all her days in the gutter.” 
Later, he gleefully ratchets up the 
insults: “She’s so deliciously low, 
so horribly dirty. I shall make a 
duchess of this draggle-tail gutter¬ 
snipe.” And he offers a caution 
that if she fails in the experiment 
they’ve embarked on, “Your head 
will be cut off as a warning to 
other presumptuous flower girls.” 

Of course, as Eliza changes, so 
does Higgins. Her lingering pres¬ 
ence in his house, the first in the 
self-professed woman-hater’s his¬ 
tory, inspires Higgins’ housekeep¬ 
er Mrs. Pearce (Jean Cadell) to set 
down new rules for her employer: 
no swearing, no walking around 
in a dressing gown. Pygmalion be- 


between the raising of the Berlin 
Wall (coincident with Herbert von 
Karajan’s international fame) and 
its collapse (his death). 

Berger suggests that “The 
Communists versus the West con¬ 
flict is the ultimate fragmented 
past, with the war and Holocaust 
as prelude. How do we put this all 
together again? Or is it possible?” 

As an admirer of Karajan who 
has grown increasingly dismayed 
by the shift in the discussion of his 
art from music to politics — the 
British are like vultures at a dead 
cow feast on this subject — I can 
hardly wait to see what the 
thoughtful, witty, no bullshit 
Berger has to say. In the mean¬ 
time, count on your fingers for the 
arrival of the Puccini book, about 
2002.1 suggest Puccini for Patri¬ 
cians as a provocative title, but 
Berger’s quizzical smile hints he 
has a much better idea. T 


comes almost as much Higgins’ 
story as Eliza’s, as the professor’s 
amusement at the success of his 
experiment gives way to a quite 
unexpected melancholy at the 
idea of her departure from his 
house and his life. 

In spite of his fidelity to the play, 
Asquith can’t be accused of merely 
transferring Shaw’s original to cel¬ 
luloid with no cinematic interven¬ 
tion. He handles Eliza’s transfor¬ 
mation with aplomb in a montage 
that cleverly intercuts scenes of 
Higgins upbraiding her with other¬ 
worldly images of the bizarre ac¬ 
coutrements of his laboratory— a 
sinister laughing clown, giant plas¬ 
ter ears — a lab which looks more 
than a little like the lair of a mad 
scientist. The film also brings to life 
scenes originally played offstage, 
most memorably in Eliza’s second 
public test at a grand ball in which 
she meets the queen and mesmer¬ 
izes everybody in sight. 

Stilt crazy 

One of the best scenes is the al¬ 
legedly overhauled Eliza’s first en¬ 
counter with a drawing room full 
of rich people. Still not entirely di¬ 
vorced from her “gutter” origins, 
she regales the group with absurd¬ 
ly stilted declarations about the 
weather (“In Hampshire, Here¬ 
ford, and Hartford, hurricanes 
hardly ever happen!”), then lapses 
into penny-dreadful tales of mur¬ 
derous husbands and aunts “done 
in” by gin. At her second en¬ 
counter, the grand ball, she’s pol¬ 
ished to the point of muteness, 


and can now fool everyone with 
ease. Later, in a poignant moment, 
she renders the normally babble- 
some Higgins speechless when she 
quietly affirms her humanity at 
the expense of his: “I sold flowers 
... I didn’t sell myself.” 

Performances, always a 
strength in an Anthony Asquith 
film, are uniformly fine, but the 
standout is unquestionably 


Wendy Hiller. With one of the 
great faces in classic British cine¬ 
ma and a gravitas almost alarming 
in an actress only 25 when the film 
was shot, she evokes both the 
rough Eliza and the nouveau Miss 
Doolittle with scintillating power. 
Her riveting performance in Pyg¬ 
malion made her an international 
star and the standard by which all 
future Elizas must be judged. ▼

Urban licks 

U rban culture provides an endless array of themes for up-to- 
the-moment choreographers, and skateboarding presents the 
ultimate in graceful athletic possibilities with inherent crash 
appeal Scott Wells, who has been creating dances in this town for 
a long while, surely knows the rhythm of the streets here, the way 
sleek, sexy skateboarders surf nimbly in and out, under and over 
everything, ever engrossed in their own private universes of dare- 
deviltry — cars, peds, and mainstream culture be damned. Not to 
tap that source of material would be a crime, though how it’s 
tapped could be criminal, too, depending on the handling. Then 
again, it could be a brilliant coup. Art is, after all, unpredictable, 
and taking risks is what Scott Wells & Dancers are all about. 

It’s not a huge stretch of artistic imagination for a choreogra¬ 
pher to conceive bringing the skateboarder element in off the 
streets and onto the stage, as Wells is preparing to do with “One 
Fell Swoop,” a dance energized by the anarchic lifestyle/sport. The 
daily ballet we see all around us on concrete and asphalt is con¬ 
stant reminder of the dizziness of life and its stimulating surpris¬ 
es. Who hasn't thought of devoting a dance to skateboarders? 
They’re un-self-conscious purveyors of public eroticism. 

The devil is in the details, as they say, and it will take a devilish 
amount of talent and focus to not only keep this show from being 
banal — a groping for relevance by copping obvious symbols of 
defiance — but to lift it into the realm of high art versus carnival 
showmanship. Many a middling choreographer might achieve only 
the latter, but Wells is a good bet to do better; if anyone in town 
can take the rough ’n’ tumble game and give it meaning. Wells can. 

For the city that gives us the X-Games, where extreme is the op¬ 
erative word, it makes perfect choreographic sense to grab young 
audiences and their disposable bucks by designing a vehicle for 
skateboarding dancers. Let’s hope Wells does the rebels proud. ▼

Back to the future 

Dance-Along Nutcracker 2000

1AI hen a dancer waddles up 
WMwB to you in a silver Her- 
W W shey’s Kiss costume and 
proclaims, “This year, I’m a 
robot,” it can only mean one 
thing: the nutty, so-fun-it-should- 
be-illegal Dance-Along Nutcracker 
is back. 

Last year’s Hershey’s Kisses 
(which glided around on office 
chairs in an elaborate Swan Lake 
dance) have become this year’s 
lumpy robots (some on inline 
skates), who square off against a 
clump of aliens in a sequence 
from Dance-Along Nutcracker 
2000: Into Outer Space at the Yerba 
Buena Center for the Arts on this 
Saturday and Sunday, December 2 
8c 3. 

Carolyn Carvajal, the robot in 
question, along with Dudley 
Brooks — both professional 
choreographers —- design the 
movement for the show’s esprit de 
corps dance troupe, Cheer San 
Francisco, a semi-pro 
cheer/stunt/dance team. 

Carvajal, who spent 29 years in 
the San Francisco Opera Ballet, 
teaches and choreographs all over 
the city. This is her fourth year 
with the Dance-Along. 

“These guys are great to work 
with,” she said of the Cheer squad. 
“They come with their own bag of 
tricks.” 

She, like Brooks, loves the za- 
niness of the event. 

“It’s one of the most complete¬ 
ly fun things there is,” said Brooks, 
co-founder and co-director of 
Run For Your Life!.. .It’s a Dance 
Company! He also appears (for 
seven years, so far) as Dr. 
Drosselmeyer in the Peninsula 
Ballet Theater’s traditional perfor¬ 
mance of The Nutcracker. 

He and Carvajal, in addition to 
dancing in each other’s pieces in 
the Dance-Along, collaborate on 
the Noh puppet character 
Stumpy, in which she is the face 
and ballerina toes, and he pro¬ 
vides the arms. 


Stumpy will dance “The Blue 
Danube” upon the moon. 

Brooks said the space theme 
takes him back to his childhood. 

“I’m at an age where I can re¬ 
member when sci-fi was some¬ 
thing that only weird geeks were 
interested in,” he said. “Now it’s 
mainstream. By making [the 
show] retro, we’re right back to 
when sci-fi was low-budget.” 

And that appeal spans the 
decades. 

Tutu much 

This year’s event goes back to 
the future by paying homage to 
the giddy nostalgia of grade B sci- 
fi films, featuring a space-age 
Dorothy (Judy Garland imper¬ 
sonator Kate Botello in silver lame 
frock, carrying a robotic Toto), 
Star Wars-inspired aliens, and 
other retro goodies. Interspersed 
amid all this space-age chaos are 
the dances of Tchaikovsky’s 
beloved holiday ballet, to which 


everyone, and they mean every¬ 
one, is invited to get up and shake 
a tutu — bring your own, or rent 
one for a nominal fee. 

The space theme might seem 
way out, but actually, it’s not 
much different from E.T.A. Hoff¬ 
man’s The Nutcracker, a 19th-cen¬ 
tury fable in which we are trans¬ 


ported to fantastic places with ex¬ 
otic, strange creatures. So says Ja¬ 
dine Louie, artistic director and 
conductor of the San Francisco 
Lesbian/Gay Freedom Band, 
which provides live accompani¬ 
ment. 

“Exploring space is the fantasy 
land of our- time,” Louie said. 
“That’s what we’re doing. It’s our 
great unknown.” 

The Dance-Along has been a 
San Francisco tradition since 
1985. It was performed sporadi¬ 
cally until 1992, and has been an 
annual fund-raiser for the Les¬ 
bian/Gay Freedom Band ever 
since. Louie thinks it is only a 
matter of time before other cities 
want the license to perform their 
own. But like many things that 
somehow are tagged “only in San 
Francisco” events, this might be a 
tough sell in the Bible Belt. 

“Those people in other parts of 
the country hear the words ‘gay,’ 
‘lesbian,’ and ‘tutu,’ and all bets are 


off,” Louie said. “We’re talking 
about stereotypes, about ballet 
being for fags.” 

Anyone who has been to the 
Dance-Along knows that in spite 
of the fact that, ahem, some ho¬ 
mosexual men are ballet fans, this 
is not a showcase for the muscled 
men in tights or the tiny ballerinas 
they hoist. No, indeed. It is an all¬ 
ages blowout that provides some 
of the silliest, most uninhibited 
holiday fun for everyone from 
toddlers to grandparents. 

“We see all types of people 
come to the show, and they have 
the time of their lives,” Louie said. 

Botello, as Garland, will lead 
the audience through the many 
alien worlds, capping her journey 
with “I’m Going Home,” from The 
Rocky Horror Picture Show. The 
band, in addition to performing 
Tchaikovsky’s Nutcracker Suite, 
will play music from 2001: A Space 
Odyssey, Star Trek, Star Wars, and 
other sci-fi and pop or classical fa¬ 
vorites. Wes Asakawa will also per¬ 
form on theremin, the magnetic- 
wave instrument made famous in 
Ed Wood’s silly horror films. 

The San Francisco 
Lesbian/Gay Freedom Band is a 
resident program of the Jon Sims 
Center for Performing Arts, which 
serves the gay, lesbian, bisexual 
and transgender communities.

The Showtime QAF does in¬ 
deed live up to its British original 
in its overwhelming roster of gay 
characters (there’s hardly a 
straight person in sight, and Deb¬ 
bie doesn’t really count) and sto¬ 
ries, but is the show really, as The 
Advocate recently put it, every bit 
as “unblinking?” That depends on 
how one defines “blink.” And in a 
few subtle but very important 
ways, Showtime’s QAF does just 
that. 

The UK QAF derived its sensa¬ 
tional reception from two things: 
its depiction of sex between an 
adult gay man (Stuart, on whom 
the character Brian is based) and** 
an underage 15-year-old (Nathan, 
on whom the 17-year-old Justin is 
drawn.) The British series had a 
breathtaking visual frankness that, 
at times, bordered on porn. (And 
let me be clear: I think that’s a 
good thing.) 

Depicting Nathan as a 15-year- 
old newcomer left no question for 
British audiences that Stuart was 
treading dangerously close to 
statutory rape. British queers have 
long been witness to searing pub¬ 
lic debate about the age of consent 
laws in the UK: Heterosexual 
teenagers can consent to sex at age 
16, but, by law, homosexual teens 
cannot consent until they reach 
age 18. To depict a 15-year-old 
queer was dicey enough, but to 
make him sexually active pushed 
the country’s buttons en masse. 
The UK series was broadcast on 
Channel Four, that country’s 
equivalent of our broadcast net¬ 
works. 

While executives at Showtime 
are surely hoping otherwise, cable 
shows in the US have never come 
close to the mass reach of the net¬ 
works. So it’s especially odd that, 
given Showtime’s claim to contro- | 


versy, the series’ creators felt com¬ 
pelled to make Justin a full two 
years older here. I’m sure I don’t 
know what about age 15 scared 
them, but making a teenager clos¬ 
er to adulthood certainly doesn’t 
up the boldness meter. 

Sex screens 

While the first sex scene be¬ 
tween Brian and Justin is sexy in¬ 
deed, I dislike the way the produc¬ 
tion camouflages subsequent sex 
scenes by using a series of space 
dividers in Brian’s loft as visual 
screens that block things we might 
otherwise expect to see. This edi¬ 
torial device becomes supremely 
annoying. The original QAF never 
put walls between sex and the 
viewer. I count this as a blink, a big 
one. 

The third American episode 
ends as Brian, having snagged not 
one but two hunky boys, dances a 
disco sandwich as Michael and 
Emmett look on in disbelief. In 
the British original, Stuart 
promptly went home and had a 
menage-a-trois, with the added 
titillation that he set up a video¬ 
camera to record the affair and all 
three watched the tape afterwards. 
When Nathan shows up at Stuart’s 
flat the following morning, Stuart 
ditches his two hunks and dives in 
yet again to that teenage ass. 
Showtime’s QAF adds the won¬ 
derful touch of Justin snaking his 
way onto the dance floor and in¬ 
terfering with Brian’s intended ro¬ 
mance. But where will they all go? 
Back to bed or to screen black? It 
remains to be seen where Show¬ 
time’s QAF goes with this three¬ 


way story-line, but I fear another 
blink. 

Whatever one thinks about 
thi& version’s frankness or lack 
thereof, inventive writing helps 
the show’s humor swing far and 
wide. There are digs at the compe¬ 
tition (ER and Dawsons Creek are 
skewered). The show’s music is 
extremely well-chosen and placed, 
not only in the club scenes, but in 
the least expected places. Covers 
of classics like “The Only Way Is 


Up” and “Let’s Hear It for the Boy” 
give a familiar but fresh feel to the 
disco mayhem marvelously cap¬ 
tured in each episode. 

Among the most pleasant sur¬ 
prises is QAF’s treatment of les¬ 
bians Lindsay and Melanie, who 
have far more screentime and sub¬ 
stantially drawn characters than 
their British counterparts. They 
quarreled a little (which had me 
worried we were going to see les¬ 
bian dysfunction yet again), but 


then they kissed and made up. 
And they kissed and made out, 
which included some very dicey 
nipple-play. In three entire 
episodes, however, the girls‘didn’t 
get a complete love scete. This, 
too, could end up a blink: I hope 
the show will allow these commit¬ 
ted women lovers to be as sexual¬ 
ly active as ares its bachelor boys. 

Overall, QAF displays a bold 
courage that I deeply admire. If 
there’s any desire on our part to 
see really queer TV, we simply 
have to turn on and tune into this 
show. The ability of our support¬ 
ers and our artists to tell queer 
•stories and get them seen depends 
on it. 

As Michael says of his friend, 
Emmett, a flaming queen who 
knows how to be queer at every 
waking turn: “It takes real courage 
in this day and age to be a real 
queen in a land of commoners.” 
With its first three episodes of 
QAF, Showtime has made its 
opening bid for the crown. T
